Cambridge area urges 
quick action on park 


Residents of Buffalo Grove's Cam- 


bridge subdivision arc calling for tho 
park district to act quickly in developing 
the six-acre Cambridge park at Dundee 
and Buffalo Grove roads. 


Suzy Palmer, a spokesman for the 


residents, said more than SO persons arc 
expected to attend a park board meeting 
Thursday to urge action oo the park site. 


She said residents arc also concerned 


with possible flooding and traffic prob- 
lem!! that may occur in their subdivision 
if tho village allows a nearby property 
owner to develop a shopping center on a 
piece of land adjacent to the park. 


SIRS. PALMER. 86 University Dr., 


said part of the concern was raised last 
week when Park Board Prcs. J. P. Sot- 
lanni said officials arc uncertain as to 
how much money will be available to de- 
velop the six-acre Cambridge park. 


Scttannl said Monday, "There will defi- 


nitely bo some funding for Cambridge 
but os far as the amount is concerned, 
that will havo to bo worked out during 
board sessions." 


Ultimately the park district hopes to 


provide at least two tennis courts, two 
playground areas and a baseball dia- 
mond. At least three acres are to be used 
as a nature preserve, park officials said. 


Tho amount of development at Cam- 


bridge this year "ill be contingent upon 
how much comes back in federal grants 
as reimbursement for land acquisition 
projects. 


MRS. PA1.MEK said residents, in con- 


junction with the Booth Tarklngton 
School PTA, will offer to build play- 
ground equipment at the school, 310 Scott 
St.. which can bo transferred to the Cam- 
bridge Mte when the park Is complete. 


She said residents arc concerned about 


a lack of park facilities In their area and 
will suggest the compromise If park offi- 
cials Indicate the park will not be devel- 
oped for a "goodly length of time." 


Scttannl said, however, park officials 


do not plan to map out any specific plans 
for Cambridge until tnglnecrlng conflicts 
with the proposed shopping center arc 
ironed out. 


He said ho was pleased residents in- 


tend to voice their opinions but added, 
"We're not going to take any action on It 
until such time as we see the final layout 
the builder is going to havo." 


THE PROBLEM revolves around plans 


to fill in part of a one-acre lake which 


lies on the park property as well as the 
proposed retail site. 


Owner-developer William Simpson 


wants to fill the lake on his property for 
a parking lot. Park officials said this 
would cause flooding problems in the 
park as well as in adjacent residential 
areas because its capacity to hold 
stormwatcr would be reduced. 


Simpson and his associates were 


recently told by the plan commission an 
engineering design suitable to the park 
district will have to be worked out before 
village officials will consider the plan. 


The developer hopes the center, that 


will feature a Kohl's supermarket, can 
be open by November. 
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The geography department at Northern 


Illinois University, DcKalb, has agreed 
to donate a $300 shelter to store weather 
forecasting equipment for the Village of 
Buffalo Grove. 


Now all tho village needs is the equip- 


ment, Trustee Jerry Drlscoll said Mon- 
day night at a President's Roundtable 
session. 


Drlscoll, chairman of the village's pub- 


lic relations committee, said ho will re- 
submit a request to the village board to 
help finance the weather equipment. 


Committee members say a weather 


forecasting station will be a good public 
relations vehicle for the village. 


DRISCOLL SAID Chicago area media 


weathermen have agreed to help publi- 
cize the village's name by broadcasting 
Buffalo Grove weather conditions. 


Last year village officials denied a 


request to help finance the project due to 
a lack of funds. In addition the federal 
government also recently turned back a 
request for financial aid. 


Drlscoll said ho needs $1,800 to com- 


plete the project. 


Public Works Director Charles McCoy 


said his department could make use of 
precipitation readings to help determine 
how much salt is needed on village 
streets during snowstorms. 


In addition to asking the village for fi- 


nancial old, Drlscoll said he also will 
study the possibility of fund-raising ac- 
tivities to help meet the cost. 


In other discussion, McCoy said the vil- 


lage's Bicentennial Commission will seek 
national recognition for Buffalo Grove as 
a Bicentennial community. McCoy, who 


also serves as chairman of that commis- 
sion, said the group will apply for nation- 
al status to the American Revolution Bi- 
centennial Assn.

GOP forces county board to reduce budget 


LOCAL COUNTY Assessor's branch 
office at 1612 W. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights, along with three 


others, may be among those forced 
to close by cuts in the assessor's of- 
fice budget affecting the suburbs.

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced the Chicago-dominated 
board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
cot the amount, it's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board into a 
"real dialogue in budgeting" in the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and if 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," he said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests 


because a-sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-S city-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts Imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received in 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubll- 


cans will trim the $15,000 in County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were in exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

The Palatine Village Board Monday night moved to curtail 


development at two high-density building projects Involved in 
the recent extortion Indictments of three county officials. The 
board voted to flic Milt to block a rcioning request for the 
Prairie Brook conplcx at Baldwin and Rand roads. The prop- 
erty Is undeveloped and not in the village limits. The board 
also approved a resolution to stop issuance of new construc- 
tion permits to the Old Madrid complex at Baldwin and Hicks 
roads. The rezonlng ot both developments allegedly was tied 
to kickbacks paid to three indicted county officials. One of the 
three, Bernard J. O'Brien, county zoning administrator, 
pleaded guilty Monday to filing false Income-tax returns, and 
ii expected to cooperate with federal prosecutors In the ex- 
tortion trials of the other two, Commissioners Charles Bonk 
and Floyd T. Fulle. 


Township-welfare needs rise 


Two more townships will have to substantially raise their 


welfare budgets for the coming year because of worsening 
economic conditions. Supervisor James Dowd said Maine 
Township may have to triple its welfare budget, to about 
$180,000 for fiscal 1975-76. Supervisor Richard Hall said Elk 
Grove Township may be forced to double Its welfare budget, 
to about $160,000. Their estimates come on the heels of Wheel- 
lag Township's having to more than double its general assis- 
tance budget to about $100,000 for the next fiscal year.

The Illinois Racing Board Is proposing legislation that 


would clear the way for Sunday and possibly year-round 
none racing at state race tracks, Including Arlington Park. • 
The proposed Horse Racing Act of 1075 would remove restric- 
tions on the racing board's power to draw up the racing 
schedule. The board Is currently prevented from permitting 
Sunday and year-round racing. The bill, similar to one in- 
troduced several previous times, also would eliminate the 40- 
cent state admission tax at race tracks.

Lonnqulst Blvd., Mount Prospect, was charged with having a 
defective windshield wiper and failure to reduce speed. Ho 
also was charged with possession of marijuana. Christopher 
Hart, 15, of 702 S. Dunton Ave., Arlington Heights, was killed 
when Foss' car hit him and two companions who were riding 
their bicycles on Klrchoff Road near Dwycr Avenue. 


Hospitals' budget slashed 


County Board members slashed $8,850,404 from the budget 


for the county hospitals Monday and urged administrators of 
the health and hospitals budgeting commission to make the 
cuts In areas other than patient care. The board, which has 
the power to approve only a final figure, not to force specific 
line-item cuts, urged the hospital administrators to limit the 
legal staff, fire tho public relations staff and save money on 
research. Approving a final figure of $151,961,269, the county 
commissioners said the budget for the three hospitals — 
County Hospital, Oak Forest Hospital and Ccrmak Memorial 
Hospital — was still more than $12 million more than lost 
year's.

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Nurses, hospital settle labor dispute 


Nurses at Lutheran General Hospital, 


Pork Ridge, will continue efforts to form 
a union after reaching an out-of-court 
settlement in a labor dispute with the 
hospital. 


The Lutheran General Hospital Nurses' 


Assn. charged the hospital with violating 
labor laws by interfering with the nurses' 
right to form a union. The National La- 
bor Relations Board planned to try the 
cose until the settlement was reached 
lost week between the two groups. 


Hospital officials agreed to let the 


nurses post notices of association meet- 
Ings and pass out literature on hospital 
grounds. They promised not to question 
employes about union activity or prevent 
employes from talking about a union dur- 
ing lunch hour or break time. Hospital 
officials also agreed not to Interfere with 
the nurses' right to attend association 
meetings. 


"IT WAS A compromise agreement. 


Certain things were given up by both 
sides," said Roger Gold, attorney for the 
nurses group. He said the nurses agreed 
to pass out Information at only certain 
entrances to the hospital and at least 50 


feet away from hospital doors. 


"We have entered Into this agreement 


In recognition'of the burden that pur- 
suing this matter furher would represent 
to many of our employes and managers. 
In addition, the significant investment In 
legal fees which the hospital would have 
been forced to make is avoided. This al- 
lows those funds to be more appropriate- 
ly utilized for patient care and pro- 
grams," said Michael West, vice presl- 
dent for administration. 


"We did not violate the law. We are 


not, through this agreement, admitting to 
any violations of tho law. We are bring- 
ing this matter with all of its unpleasant- 
ness to an end," he said. 


PHYLLIS MARTIN, nurse and spokes- 


man for the nurses group, said the settle- 
ment was the best way out of the dispute 
for the association. 


"It probably would have been 14 


months before there could have been a 
verdict in court," she sold, pointing out 
the hospital or association probably 
would have appealed any unfavorable de- 
cision. 


Mrs. Martin said the group would 


"work very hard" during the next few 
months to get enough nurses' signatures 
to petition for a vote to get the group 
recognized as a bargaining unit by the 
hospital. 


BY LAW. the group must have at least 


30 per cent of the nurses at the hospital 
sign the petition for an election. Luther- 
an General has 486 registered nurses and 
114 licensed

ban area." 


The sharp cuts in Martwick's budget 


were the result of the Democratic com- 
missioners' refusal to accept the Re- 
publican plan to cut the $864,856 proposed 
budget to $750,538. 


Ironically, tho tie vote on the Republi- 


can plan meant that the budget will re- 
vert to last year's level of $618,238 and 
employes scheduled to get raises from 
the county funds won't get them. 


EVEN MORE OMINOUS for the future 


of Martwick's office were statements by 
County Board Pres. George Dunne and 
Comr. Harold Tyrrell of LaGrange Park 
that they would seek legislation to abol- 
ish the office. 


In advocating the budget cuts, Tyrrell 


sold Martwick's office merely duplicates 
the services of the state office of educa- 
tion. 


Dunne, who refused to vote for the sub- 


urban cuts despite the even more strin- 
gent cuts which resulted from the Demo- 
crats voting against the Republican plan, 
said he was nevertheless "delighted to 
hear the Republican members agree. It 
wilt strengthen our hand down the rond a 
piece when we try to eliminate it 
(Martwick's office)." 


Martwick declined to comment on the 


county board cut. 


DESPITE THEIR victories in the as- 


sessor's office and county schools super- 
intendent's office, the suburban commis- 
sioners backed down on their plan to 
transfer the Judges' personal bailiffs 
from the County Sheriff's budget to the 
Cricuit Court budget. 


Tho county board followed a Demo- 


cratic recommendation to change the 
bailiffs' Job title to "deputy sheriff H's" 
and to give the sheriff greater control 
over how the bailiffs are assigned.

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Greek government foils coup attempt by army officers 


ATHENS (UPf) — The seven-month- 


old Greek democratic government said It 
foiled a coup attempt Monday by army 
officers still loyal to the deposed military 
dictators who ruled Greece for seven 
years. 


A source close to the Greek armed 


forces said the conspiracy 
became 


known In the early afternoon, when 
armed forces commander Dlonyssios Ar- 
bouils burst into Defense Minister Evan- 
gelos Averoff's office with the news. 


A Defense Ministry statement said the 


plot "concerned a movement by a few 
unrepentant fools related to the detained 


protagonists of the dictatorship." 


The statement read on television by 


A\oroff, said unspecified special mea- 
sures were taken "following information 
about conspiratorial movements by a 
very few officers." 


Rumors circulating about "a somewhat 


wider movement of insubordination In 
the army do not represent reality and 
there never was a question of upheaval 
in any of the garrisons of the country," 
the statement said. 


Avcroff, wearing a dinner Jacket, inter- 


rupted on official dinner for visiting 
French Foreign Minister Jean Sauvag- 


nargues to make the television appear- 
ance. 


Averoff ordered the alert of armed 


forces headquarters in Holargos, north of 
Athens, and rushed to confer with Pre- 
mier Constantino Caramanlis, the source 
said. 


The source said the officers mostly

leader George Mavros and radical leader 
Andreas Papandreou. 


Armed forces sources said the officers 


who planned the coup were loyal to Di- 
mitnos loannides, former strongman and 
military police commander, and wanted 
to have him and two of his top lieuten- 
ants released. 


The three are among 11 members of 


the former junta now jailed and awaiting 
trial on charges of overthrowing de- 
mocracy with the April 21, 1967 military 
takeover of Greece known as the "colo- 
nels' coup," and with torturing political 
prisoners. 


loannides overthrew former dictator 


George Papadopoulos In November 1973, 


but his strongman regime collapsed last 
July when Turkey Invaded Cyprus after 
a Greek-Inspired coup temporarily oust- 
ed President Makarios. 


Caramanlis returned from self-exile in 


Paris to head the new democratic gov- 
ernment. Papadopoulos and four of his 
top aides have been sent into exile on the 
small Aegean isle of Kea while awaiting 
trial. 


loannides had been chief of military

The sen- 
ators, joined by John Gardner, chairman of the citizens lob- 
bying group Common Cause, proposed a bill that would require 
lobbyists to file quarterly reports with the government on 
their activities and finances. Gardner said, "Lobbying has 
become one of the most secretive and potentially corrupting 
ingredients in American politics."

Emergency funds were rushed to the Penn Central Rail- 


road Monday and a move was started to crack a Senate 
filibuster against $347 million in grants and loans to keep the 
bankrupt lino operating. The Transportation Department 
made available about $10.5 million and promised another 
$12.8 million so that the Penn Central could meet its payroll 
Tuesday.

Pair assessing Indochina aid 


Two U.S. congressmen with opposite views on American 


Involvement In the Indochina war arrived in Saigon Monday 
for a week-long assessment of the fighting and possible fur- 
ther military aid. Their final report is expected to determine 
the fate of 
President Ford's request for additional funds to 


finance military aid to South Vietnam and Cambodia. 


On the battlcfront, meanwhile, rebel forces ambushed and 


killed the Cambodian general In charge of training govern- 
ment forces. He was the second top government official killed 
by Insurgents within 24 hours. Gen. Hem Pao and his escort 
were ambushed on Highway 4,20 miles west of Phnom Penh. 


U.S. ammunition to Ethiopia 


The United States has Indicated it will grant Ethiopia's 


request for an emergency supply of $25 million worth of am- 
munition to continue the war against Eritrean rebels, govern- 
ment sources In Addis Ababa said Monday. Eritrea province 
Itself was reported quiet during the day after several hours of 
artillery strikes and bombing raids near Asmara Sunday. 


Daley victory given 100 to 1 odds

Jimmy the Greek is giving 1CKM odds 


that Mayor Richard J. Daley will win 
ronomlnatlon In Tuesday's Democratic 
primary contest, but the mayor's three 
opponents fervently dispute the king 
oddsmakcr. 


All the candidates were out seeking 


votes and predicting victory Monday. 
The opponents of the mayor each pre- 
dicted victory for himself and said Daley 
would come in second. 


Alderman William Singer, considered 


the mayor's most formidable opponent, 
said he would win if 780,000 to 800,000 of 
the city's 1.5 million registered voters 
turn out for the election. 


A low turnout generally favors the 


Democratic organization in Chicago be- 
cause party regulars, who depend on the 
machine for jobs and favors, brave the 
worst of blizzards nnd personal hard- 
ships to go to the polls, while others loss 
interested in elections stay home. 


Former Cook County State's Attorney 


Edward Hanrahan, trying to make a 
comeback after two election defeats, pre- 
dicted he would not only cut into the 
mayor's vote in ethnic neighborhoods but 
also would win some of the vote along 
the lakcfront which Is Singer's best ter- 
ritory. 


Illinois Sen. Richard Ncwhouse, the 


only black in the race, said he expects to 


get a large percentage of the city's Ne- 
gro vote despite the defection of several 
black community leaders to the Singer 
and Daley campaigns. 


Daley's campaign workers have pre- 


dicted privately the mayor will win with 
50 to 55 per cent of Tuesday's vote, and 
ward leaders were warned that the may- 
or does not want to be embarrassed by 
garnering a simple plurality less than 50 
per cent but more than any other candi- 
date. 


The mayor, facing the first primary 


election challenge since he took office 20 
years ago, has conducted an angry cam- 
paign, accusing his opponents of not 
knowing what is good for Chicago. 


Singer has made the city's schools his 


main campaign, while Hanrahan focused 
on crime. Newhouse promised a better 
deal for the poor of all races. 


The GOP has only one serious candi- 


date in Tuesday's primary — Alderman 
John J. Hoellen, who agreed to run after 
better-known Republicans declined.

Lift Pakistan, India arms embargo 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States Monday announced an end to its 
10-year embargo on arms to Pakistan 
and India who have fought three wars in 
the last two decades on the subcontinent. 


Indian Ambassador Triloki Nath Haul, 


whose country has been getting arms 
from its own industry, the Soviet Union 
and elsewhere, lodged a "strong pro- 
test." After noting the action "with deep 
regret" at a news conference, he said It 
"further reduces the credibility of U. S. 
assurances which have proved Inopera- 
tive in the past." 


Pakistani Ambassador Sahabzada Ya- 


qub-Khan, at another news conference a 
half hour later, "welcomed this decision 
which alters a policy Introduced 10 years 
ago." He said ho did not believe Pakis- 
tani orders for American arms "would 
run into the hundreds of millions, but 
more likely in the tens of millions." 


State Department spokesman Robert 


Anderson said the United States In the 
future will consider requests by both 


countries for arms exports for cash on a 
case-by-case basis. 


While Pakistan has been anxious to re- 


sumo purchases of U. S. arms, India — 
supplied by the Soviet Union and its own 
production — has shown no interest In 
obtaining weapons from this country, the 
State Department said. 


The United States embargoed arms ex- 


ports to both India and Pakistan in 19S5 
when the two countries were at war. 


On his recent visit to Washington, Pa- 


kistani President Ali Bhutto urged Presi- 
dent Ford and Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger to lift the embargo, specifi- 
cally noting Pakistan needed such defen- 
sive armaments as anti-aircraft and anti- 
tank guns, according to Roy Athcrton, 
Assistant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern and East Asian affairs. 


Anderson said the United States would 


consider each military order on the basis 
of: "... the high importance we attach 


to continued progress toward India-Pa- 
kistan normalization, the effect of any 
particular sale on the outlook for region- 
al peace and stability, the relationship 
between U. S. sales and those of other 
external arms suppliers and, of course, 
the relationship of the request to legi- 
timate defense requirements and the lev- 
el of armaments in the region." 


Anderson emphasized sales would be 


for cash and no new military assistance 
program was planned. 


Slow action on tax cut concerns Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An income 


tax cut is President Ford's No. 1 priority 
and the chief executive considers it trag- 
ic that a tax bill has not yet cleared Con- 
gress, the White House said Monday. 


With his chief economic advisers, Ford

the administration's tax proposal in a 
one-hour session that also covered the 
nation's energy shortage and a potential 
credit squeeze brought on by the huge 
federal deficit. 


Later, Press Secretary Ron Nessen ex- 


pressed to reporters Ford's "great con- 
cern" over the speed with which the 
House and Senate were dealing with the 
tax measure. 


"It's tragic that they have taken this 


long to pass a tax cut," Ford reportedly 
said. 


The Democrats' alternative to the Ford 


proposals was approved last week by the 
House Ways and Means Committee and 
is scheduled to come before the 
full 


House on Thursday. 


Chairman Alan Greenspan of the Coun- 


cil of Economic Advisers added, accord- 
ing to Nessen, "What they (Congress) 
have done, up to now, amounts to zero 
stimulus for the economy." 


In other economic news, new orders 


for durable goods, a leading indicator of 
future economic trends, dropped just 2 8 
per cent in January after the steepest 
decline since 1956 a month earlier, the 
Commerce Department said. 


The January drop in orders was the 


fifth monthly decline in a row, the worst 
prolonged slide since the six-month drop 


in 1956-57. It demonstrated further the 
sharpness of the economic plunge that 
hit the nation late last year. 


But the relatively modest 
fall in 


January was substantially below the pre- 
cipitous plunge of 12.4 per cent In De- 
cember and provided an optimistic sign 
for the beginning of economic recovery 
within a few months. 


Libyan chief hits 
U.S. Mideast policy

said in an interview published Monday 
the U.S. Middle East policy is based on 
dividing the Arab nations and it Is impos- 
sible to settle the conflict with Israel 
peacefully. 


"I never pay attention to news of Sec- 


retary of State Henry Kissinger's move- 
ments," Khadafy told the Beirut maga- 
zine Al Balagh. 


"I don't even know when he comes and 


goes to the Middle East. The real aim of 
the American policy is to raise the Arabs 
against each other... It aims at creating 
a gap between Egypt and Syria."

The other Cub Scouts of Pack 1G3 have accepted the boys 


without reservation, said Mrs. Wclk. Pack leader James Wit- 
saman also has had experience with deaf persons in his fami- 
ly. 


THE EXPERIENCE of being together has given the deaf 


boys increased confidence in themselves, said Mrs. Wclk, The 


boys have a chance to socialize and to complete projects that 
Increase their self-confidence. "When we're meeting with the 
hearing dens in the pack, they really strive to compete." 


Den 6 Cubs work on the same projects that other Cubs do. 


The boys have learned several Cub Scout cheers that employ 
hand motions. 


The deaf Scouts learned the Cub Scout pledge In sign lan- 


guage, but insisted on learning to say the pledge as well, said 
Mrs. Wclk. 


"They want to do what the other boys are doing," she said. 
The Cub Scout program has been so successful that Ken- 


sington School officials are hoping a similar Scouting pro- 
gram can be started for deaf girls. 


"They're sure of what is expected of them," said Mrs. Welk 


of the deaf Cub Scouts. "They're all striving to do more and 
more for their achievement, and afterwards they gain more 
self-confidence. It all comes from being successful."

State board plan 
Sunday, year-round racing coming?

The Illinois Racing Board is proposing 


legislation that would clear tho way for 
Sunday and possibly year-round horse 
racing at state race tracks, including Ar- 
lington Park. 


The proposed Horse Racing Act of 1975 


would remove all restrictions on the rac- 
ing board's power to draw up the racing 
schedule. 


State statutes now prevent the board 


from permitting Sunday racing, and by 


limiting the total maximum number of 
racing days permitted in the Chicago 
area to 175, the present law blocks year- 
round racing. 


Ted Loda, assistant secretary to the 


racing board, said Monday the board did 
not have a legislative sponsor for the 
bill, but is planning a March 3 public 
hearing on the proposal. 


The proposed legislation also would: 
• Eliminate the state admission tax at 


race tracks, currently 40 cents per per- 
son. 


• Establish a new tax scale for pari- 


mutuel betting based on average daily 
wagering at each track. 


• Reduce the size of the racing board 


from seven to five members. 


• Create on Illinois Bred Fund to en- 


courage the breeding of Illinois thorough- 
bred horses. 


• Set up strict disclosure requirements 


for all persons with ownership interests 
in any racing association or concession 
company doing business at racing meet- 
ings. 


Wheeling can't force cash 
gifts from builders: attorney

The Wheeling Village Board was told 


Monday night it cannot require residen- 
tial developers to donate cash or land to 
park and school districts. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamcr said the 


board lacks the legal authority to enact 
an ordinance similar to a Naperville vil- 
lage ordinance, which requires donations 
as a prerequisite to a zoning change. 
Hamcr said Naperville was able to pass 
the ordinance because it is a home-rule 
community, but Wheeling docs not have 
home-rule powers because its population 
is less than 25,000. 


Hamcr said he believes the current 


practice of the village designating future 
park and school sites on the village com- 
prehensive plan and not approving zon- 
ing requests until a developer has "made 
peace" with the schools and parks is as 
far as the village can legally go. 


The village board recently was asked 


by the park district to "seriously consid- 
er" adoption of an ordinance similar to 
Naperville's. The park district made the 
request after a Dupagc County Circuit 
Court Judge upheld such an ordinance in 
Naperville. 


The suit, challenging Naperville's law 


was filed by the Homebuildcr's Assn. of 
Greater Chicago and several developers. 
They arc appealing the decision. 


Four trustees said Monday they favor 


requiring residential developers to do- 
nate cash or land.

village board members asked by The 
Herald for comment on the proposal. 
"We would have had it a long time ago, 
but there always was tho question of 
whether it would stand up in court. 


"I've always been for it and I think 


now Is the time to give it serious consid- 
eration," Kocppen said. "I would like to 
see the developers pay their fair share." 


TIIUSTEE RONALD Bruhn said he 


favors adoption of an ordinance requir- 
ing donations from developers and be- 
lieves such contributions would help as- 
sure adequate park and school facilities. 


"I think the builders are going to have 


to face up to their responsibility and chip 
in," Brulin said. "I think we should do 
everything we can to help our park and 
school districts. 


"Right now all a developer really has 


to tlo is come In and build," Bruhn said. 
"If he wants to give some land or money 
he can, but there Is nothing to require a 
donation." 


Trustee Albert Lang said although the 


village has not passed an ordinance, he 
thinks it has had reasonable success in 
obtaining donations from some devel- 
opers. 


"We've been working with the devel- 


opers on a voluntary basis and things 
have worked pretty well," Lang said. 
"But I do think if the developers ever 
stan balking at the donations, it prob- 
ably would be good to have an ordinance. 


"I think an ordinance like that has 


good possibilities, but I would have to 
see all the ramifications before I make a 
definite decision," Lang added. 


LANG, BltUHN and Koeppen said cash 


donations from developers would com- 
pensate partially for a tax collection lag 


that occurs after residential devel- 
opments arc built. The donations, they 
said, would make money readily avail- 
able to the parks and schools to help ab- 
sorb the financial impact of the new de- 
velopment. 


Village Pros. Ted C. Scanlon said he 


thinks builders should make donations to 
parks and schools, but still is not sure if 
the adoption of an ordinance would be 
legal. He said Village Atty. Paul Hamer 
has been directed to study the matter 
and report back to the village board. 


"Before we do anything we should 


make sure it's legal," Scanlon said. "If 
it's legal it would be a good thing, but if 
it's not I think we should stay away from 
it." 


Scanlon and Bruhn said if the village 


adopts an ordinance, it should establish a 
formula that is equitable to all devel- 
opers. 


"I would like to see a standard pack- 


age deal that would apply equally to all 
developers," Scanlon said. "That way 
everyone would receive the same treat- 
ment and no one could say that they had 
pressure put on them while another de- 
veloper had not." 


PARK SUPT. David Phillips has said 


he favors an ordinance requiring dona- 
tions from developers, but has not push- 
ed for it because of the pending legal 
action. Although the Naperville case is to 
be appealed, he said the lower court's 
decision has made officials more con- 
fident that the decision will be upheld in 
the higher court. 


In the past, the park district has re- 


ceived some donations from developers, 
but Phillips said since they are not re- 
quired they have been sporadic and of 
little benefit. 


The law would outlaw political contri- 


butions by racing association owners and 
concessionaires. Any attempt to fix a 
horse race would be specified a felony 
offense. 


Village Pros. Ralph H. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights said Monday that any 
change in the present pattern of horse 
racing at Arlington Park "would have a 
definite relationship to the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


But he declined to comment on the 


substance of the proposed legislation be- 
cause ho had not discussed the matter 
with the village board. 


Loda said it was "a point of some con- 


tention" whether lifting the state's ad- 
mission tax would open the door for a 
municipal tax, particularly in the case 
of home-rule municipalities like Arling- 
ton Heights. 


The village board's finance committee 


In the past has discussed briefly the pos- 
sibility of a local admission tax at the 
race track. 


BUT VILLAGE officials have never ac- 


tively pursued the tax because of pre- 
sumed opposition from the state. 


A daily parking tax which would be 


collected at the race track also is under 
study. 


The present horse racing act specifi- 


cally excludes any governmental unit 
other than the state from collecting an 
admission, license or parimutuel tax. 
However, it is undetermined whether the 
state's home-rule statute preempts the 
present Illinois Horse Racing Act, Loda 
said. 


There have been previous unsuccessful 


legislative attempts to change the state's 
horse racing law.

New program 
helps parents 
teach children 


A child development professor says 


rubbing velvet on a baby's skin, tying a 
rattle to the child's arm and painting pic- 
tures on baseboards of the nursery teach- 
es the infant to use his senses. 


"A person learns from birth to death," 


says Dr. Edith Crouse. "Years ago It 
was thought you didn't talk to your chil- 
dren until they were about six years 
old." 


Mrs. Crouse, assistant professor In 


child development and family life at the 
University of Houston (Tex.), is director 
of a new program at a laboratory school 
for parents to learn how to teach their 
children. The lab also teaches children 
how to use their senses. 


One goal of the program Is to help par- 


ents communicate with each other and 
with the child. Mrs. Crouse describes 
communications as a major step in cur- 
bing child abuse. 


THE PROGRAM was opened recently 


to 30 couples with their first child who 
will make weekly two-hour visits for 14 
weeks. Parents work with professional 
counselors, and the children arc with 
professional people and college students 
in the home economics department who 
arc learning to care for children. 


Mrs. Crouse said on the first visit the 


parents were filmed with the child and 
the child with a professional. The filming 
will be repeated the 7th and 13th week 
and the parents will view the films to see 
what progress Is made. 


"We hope to have most of the children 


walking by one year old, girls toilet 
trained by two and boys by three," she 
says. "However, that Is up to each child.

Discard signal 
only chance 


The first defensive signal a beginner 


learns is to play an unnecessarily high 
card to ask partner to lead the suit in 
which the signal is made. Usually the 
high discard shows strength, but some- 
times defending against a trump con- 
tract it shows ability to ruff the suit. 


Later, he learns all sorts of suit prefer- 


ence and count signals that arc likely to 
confuse him, unless he bears in mind 
that these only apply when it is clear 
that the high card isn't strength showing.

S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, will introduce legis- 
lation this week to ensure that persons 
who volunteer their time to local schools 
will not be required to have 30 hours of 
college credit before they can work with 
children. 


The legislation, Mrs. Chapman said, 


would give local school districts the right 
to determine how volunteers would be 
used and what qualifications they would 
be required to have.

ably confident that the legislation will 
pass because she has received support 
for it from teachers, school adminis- 
trators and parents. 


She said that although the proposal 


leaves the 30-hour requirement intact for 
paid teacher aides, she plans to urge the 
Illinois Board of Education to review- 
that requirement. "I think the state 
should have the authority over that 
area," she said, "but I am not saying I 
agree with the 30 hours for paid aides. I 
urge the state board to review that, espe- 
cially since there is no requirement of 
what kind of college courses should be 
taken." 


A number of local school officials ex- 


pressed unhappiness last fall when the 
state education office said the 30-hour 
requirement would be applied to volun- 
teers as well as paid aides. Under the 
rules aides can assist with "noninstruc- 
tional" tasks such as filing and lunch- 
room supervision, but cannot work in in- 
structional areas without meeting the 30- 
hour requirement. 


Mrs. Chapman said the legislation was 


suggested by Richard Schlott, a member 
of the Arlington Heights Dist. 25 Board of 
Education and was endorsed by her bi- 
partisan "There Ought to be a Law" 
committee.

C o u n t y commissioners Floyd 


Fullc and Charles Bonk should step 
down from their posts on the coun- 
ty board while under federal in- 
dictment. 


In urging that, we make no judg- 


ment as to their guilt or innocence. 
However, their indictments cast a 
cloud over their ability to function 
as county commissioners and add 
a further burden on the already 
belabored public confidence in 
elected officials. 


Both Fullc and Bonk have been 


accused of extortion in county zon- 
ing cases and of Income tax eva- 
sion. Fullc is also under Indictment 
for perjury. 


Unless they arc exonerated of 


those charges — and both maintain 
they will be — their actions on the 
county board cannot but be sus- 
pect. It is particularly difficult to 
imagine how they could cast votes 
in zoning matters — one of the key 
functions of a county commissioner 
—under the present circumstances. 


Fullc also should take a leave of

absence from his job as chairman 
of the Republican Central Com- 
mittee of Cook County. 


When Fulle took over the party 


leadership last year, one of his ma- 
jor tasks was to try to restore cred- 
ibility to a party which had been 
shattered by a scandal of vast pro- 
portions at the national level. 


That task has not been accom- 


plished, and it will never be if lead- 
ers who are themselves under sus- 
picion continue to direct the party. 
The Illinois GOP is now in the 
midst of a study of how to revita- 
lize itself after the disaster of 1074 
and to field a viable slate of candi- 
dates in 197G. 


Fulle can best aid that effort by 


giving up his leadership role until 
he establishes his innocence.

Let drivers pump gas 


There's a move underway in Illi- 


nois to allow motorists to pump 
their own gasoline, and it's a cost- 
cutting idea that deserves full- 
scale public consideration. 


An industry publication reported 


recently that a move to legalize 
such gas pumping is underway. 
Such self-service is permitted in 
other states, including Wisconsin, 
but Illinois has long resisted the 
practice. 


The result would be a drop of two 


or three cents In the cost of a gal- 
lon of gasoline, according to the ex- 
perts, because fewer attendants 
would be needed to pump gas. But 
we'll still need attendants in gas 
stations; the scheme wouldn't put 


any service stations out of busi- 
ness. 


A Herald survey of area gas sta- 


tions owners showed some opposi- 
tion to the plan, for owners say 
that most drivers wouldn't want to 
pump gas. Besides, a carelessly lit 
cignret could blow up the entire 
Northwest suburbs, it is reasoned. 


But if gasoline prices could be 


trimmed, by even two or three 
cents a gallon, today's 
over- 


burdened consumers might just 
battle rain and snow to save those 
few extra pennies. Self-service 
gasoline pumping deserves 
full 


consideration by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly, for the sake of the 
motoring public.

Wednesday, Feb. 12, R. A. Glllin of Ar- 
lington Heights attacked ERA'S Section 2 
as "the ERA fraud" and said "that state 
legislatures are voting away their own 
powers if they ratify ERA." 


This simply is not true. Under the fed- 


eral system of the United States, the 
power to act and enforce any Con- 
stitutional amendment lies with the 
states. States will continue to maintain 
that right with regard to the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 


Section 2 of ERA reads: "The Con- 


gress shall have the power to enforce by 
appropriate legislation, the provisions of 
this article." This wording appears in 
almost identical form in the 13th, 14th, 
15th, 19th, 23rd, 24th, and 26th Con- 
stitutional Amendments. All this means 
is that, in addition to the states, Con- 
gress can also enforce the Amendment 


Following ratification, Congress will 


legislate any changes needed In federal 
laws Revisions of state laws will be con- 
trolled within the states by state legisla- 
tors. 


All that Is required by the amendment 


is that at both levels, state and federal, 
the laws enacted be consistent with the 
principle of equality of rights under the 
law for men and women.

The history of discount stores, tracing 


back to their origins In abandoned textile 
mills on the East Coast, was told last 
week to Mount Prospect's Rotary Club. 


John Gelsse, chairman and chief exec- 


utive of the Venture stores, told why dis- 
count operations in the U.S. have suc- 
ceeded and why they have failed. Ven- 
ture opens a location in Mount Prospect 
Thursday at Dempster and Elmhurst 
Road. 


The first generation discount stores 


opened in the 1950s on the East Coast in 
textile mills abandoned when the in- 
dustry moved to the South where labor 
costs were lower, said Geisse. 


BY THE TIME discount operators ex- 


panded to the Midwest market they were 
making mistakes. They used "cheap 
merchandise" which was not accepted. 
The buying public did not want shoddy 
merchandising that was mixed with mis- 
leading advertising and poor manage- 
ment, he added. 


The store too often were dirty and 


poorly stocked. 


One operation went as for as to maw- 


tain "controlled dirt" level in its stores 
indicating to consumers that it was a low 
overhead business, said Gelsse. 


Rather than maintain a broad range of 


well-stocked items some operators, said 
Geisso, "always thought the next step 
was the big promotion." 


They had no fashion sense, and when 


they got into trouble financially they 
raised their mark up too high, he added. 


THE TREND FOR discount stores still 


shook conventional department stores. 
Those fears have since been allayed, said 
Gelsse. Stores in the category with Mar- 
shall Field 4 Co. and Carson Pirle Scott 
& Co. did $9.6 billion dollars in business 
during 1960. In 1973 the same category of 
stores did $21 billion in trade. 


Discount stores did not "demolish their 


business" as was expected. 


Discount operations still grew from a 


$2 billion industry in 1960 to a $27 billion 
in sales during 1973, said Gelsse. 


Tho discount store, properly managed, 


grew because it offered one stop shop- 
ping for convenience items — batteries, 
napkins, cosmetics, sewing notions, hard- 
ware items, blouses, tennis shoes, he 
added. 


They handled merchandise termed 


"presold," items purchased periodically 
v/hich the housewife docs not need guid- 
ance in selecting. Sheets and dish cloths 
arc examples of items that can easily be 
selected and checked out at a central 
register, he added.

success is the explosion of casual appa- 
rel, particularly among teenagers. He 
cited a study showing 70 per cent of teen- 
agers prefer discount stores because

goods." The rising life style expectations 
in "exploding suburbs" has not neces- 
sarily mixed with the "super heat" put 
on the family budget.

Itecently a relative In his Ule S0§ developed pain In 
both nipt which the doctors ha\e diagnosed as arthritis. I am 
wondering It exercise Is the best therapy or If rest, which Is 
more comfortable, may be recommended. 


I undernUnd there Is no cure, but hope the pain could be 


lessened, lie uses a cane, so far with difficulty. 


Arthritis of the hip joints Is a (airly common problem In 


men. This Is usually ostcoarthritls or wear and tear arthritis. 


Osteoarthrltls affects the weight-bearing joints most 


frequently, hence the hips, knees and ankles. 


It Is Important to maintain the full range of motion of all 


Joints regardless of the type of arthritis. That Is part of the 
objective of continued exercise. However, In osteoarthritis 
there Is often a tendency to overdo It. Rest Is equally Impor- 
tant. Characteristically in ostcoarthrltis rest will relieve the 
pain. The use of a cane and crutches arc efforts to decrease 
the work and help relieve the arthritis. 


A person with ostcoarthritls causing pain should try to limit 


the amount of activity. A good program Is to be up and about 
for only part of the day, then get the weight off the hips by 
lying down for a couple of hours. Remember the purpose of 
the exercise Is only to maintain full range of motion and 
muscle strength. Otherwise the joint does better getting as 
much rest as possible. A combined rest and suitable exercise 
program is best. 


You can get a tot of good out of some instructions from a 


good physical therapist or from a specialist In physical medi- 
cine. 


Finally, I'd like to mention that in advanced cases of os- 


teoarthritis of the hip joint, if necessary, the whole joint can

A ttorney Harness ruling 
Village can't require 
land, cash donations

The Wheeling Village Board was told 


Monday night It cannot require residen- 
tial developers to donate cash or land to 
park and school districts. 


Village Ally. Paul ilamcr said the 


board lacks the legal authority to enact 
an ordinance similar to a Napcrvillc vil- 
lage ordinance, which requires donations 
as a prerequisite to a zoning change. 
Hnmcr snld N'apcrvillo was able to pass 
the ordinance because it Is a home-rule 
community, but Wheeling docs not have 
home-rule powers because Its population 
Is less than 23,000. 


Hamcr said he believes the current 


practice of the village designating future 
park tind school sites on the village com- 
prehensive plan and not approving zon- 
ing requests until a developer has "made 
peace" with the schools and parks Is as 
far as the village can legally go. 


The village board recently was asked 


by the park district to "seriously consid- 
er" adoption of an ordinance similar to 
Napcrvllle's. The park district made the 
request after n Dupage County Circuit 
Court judge upheld such an ordinance in 
Napcrvillc. 


The stilt, challenging Napcrvllle's law 


was filed by the Homcbuildor's Assn. of 
Greater Chicago and several developers. 
They arc appealing the decision. 


Four trustees sold Monday they favor 


requiring residential developers to do- 
nate cash or land. 


"I'm for the ordinance 100 per cent," 


said Trustee John Kocppcn, one of four 
village board members asked by Tho 
Herald for comment on tho proposal. 
"We would havo had it a long time ago, 
but there always was the question of 
whether It would stand up In court. 


"I've always been for it and I think 


now Is the time to give it serious consid- 
eration," Kocppcn said. "I would like to 
sec the developers pay their fair share."

GOP forces county board to reduce budget 


LOCAL COUNTY Assessor's branch 
office «t 1612 W. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights, along with three 


others, may be among those forced 
to close by cuts in the assessor's of- 
fice budget affecting the suburbs.

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced the Chicago-dominated 
board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary Increases sought by 
County Schools SupL Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, it's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board into a 
"real dialogue in budgeting" in the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and if 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," be said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests 


because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-5 city-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received in 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubli- 


cans will trim the $15,000 in County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were hi exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

Prospect Heights school district admits to being small, 


but many envious neighbors concede 'best' is better than ;big'

Small but happy. 
These words could describe Prospect 


Heights Dlst. 23. 


Supersized suburbs with supersized 


school districts surround It. Big is consid- 
ered best by many of its neighboring dis- 
tricts that have more than 20 schools and 
more than 10,000 students. 


Dist. 23 is one of the smallest school 


districts in the Northwest suburbs with 
1,743 students in a Stt-equare-mile area. 
Still it has struggled — and succeeded, 
say many in the district — to maintain 
high educational standards. 


Strong community identity and loyalty 


are noted by professionals in the district 
as the primary benefits of being small. 
Finances create the major problems. 


DIST. 23 WAS A "little red school- 


house" district until 1939, when the first 
school of the complex now at Palatine 
and Schoenbeck roads was constructed. 


Currently the district has four ele- 


mentary schools and MacArthur Junior 
High School. 


Although there are few schools, the 


type of education programs offered is 
varied. "Each building is unique," said 
Tom Rich, assistant superintendent. "No 
two schools are on the same curriculum 
program. They all want to be the best. 
This friendly competitiveness helps us 
have top flight programs." 


The elementary school programs in- 


clude nongradcd classrooms at Betsy 
Ross School, open classrooms at Muir 
School and a combination of open and 
traditional classrooms at Anne Sullivan 
and Elsenhower schools. 


"Parents also are very supportive of 


the school programs and are involved," 
he said. 


DESPITE ITS SIZE, Dlst. 23 offers 


special education programs for students 
with learning disabilities. Music, art, 
home economics and industrial arts also 
are an integral part of the district's pro- 
gram. Two teachers in art and music arc 
shared between the four elementary 
(chools. Some districts with more tax 
money coming in foil to offer students 
these types of courses, he said. 


One problem resulting from the dis- 


trict's tight money situation is the lack of 
consultants in the various academics. In- 
stead of having a curriculum director in 
each area, the principals assume this re- 
sponsibility under Rich's guidance. 


"I feel the lack of curriculum coordina- 


tors is a weakness," said Gerald 
MeGovern, principal at MacArthur. "We 
need someone informed to give us direc- 
tions." 


THE DISTRICT IS developing curricu- 


lum guides for all subjects put together 
by teachers under the supervision of the 
administration. This type of group work 
is one of the district's strengths because 
everyone gels Involved, MeGovern sold. 


"Teachers are closer to the action and 


get their input in," he said. 


"One of the obvious problems Is fl-

nances," he said. "In other districts 'ex- 
tras' are bought by the board of educa- 
tion. In 23 though, we have to have fund- 
raising efforts" to purchase 'extras' like 
now band equipment, curtains for stages 
and art for the halls. 


Yet the halls in the schools display art 


and students and parents take pride in 
what they put into their school. Each 
principal is proud to point out the low 
vandalism in the schools and the cleanli- 
ness of the halls. 


school districts, with 1,550 students. 
The administration canter, Palatine 
and Schoenbeck roads, once was the 
only school. Now there are five. 


MeGovern said while the need to raise 


funds for the extras is a "hassle," it also 
produces other benefits. Parents who get 
involved in the schools develop a special 
loyalty to the school and district, he said. 


He attributes part of the parent in- 


volvement to the schools being the only 
stable Identity in the district. Most of the 
students in the district live in Prospect 
Heights. There are multiple sanitary and 
park districts, a volunteer fire depart- 
ment and sheriff's police. 


"We're the only one here," MeGovern 


said. 


A CLOSENESS ALSO is felt by the 


teachers in the district "There is a cer- 
tain forbidding formality in a large dis- 
trict," McGovern said. "There aren't as 
many channels to go through here." 


"The administration backs the teach- 


ers up," said Sandy Miller, a physical 
education teacher at MacArthur. 


She said she has taught in many dis- 


tricts in the Northwest suburbs and has 
found Dist. 23 the friendliest and most 
cooperative for teachers. If there Is a 
problem, she says, there is an adminis- 
trator ready to listen. 


Teachers are urged to call Supt. Ed- 


ward Grodsky and can get a direct an- 
swer about receiving materials from 
Business Mgr. Jim Hendren. 


Grodsky is proud of the educational 


programs offered with the district's lim- 
ited tax base. He said he would match 
his district with any other with the con- 
fidence that Dist. 23 will be as good or 
better. 


EXCELLENT SCHOOL boards are one 


source for the good education, he said. 
The boards consistently insist that mon- 
ey be spent first on what directly affects 
students' education. Frills and fancy 
buildings come second, he said. 


While the school district makes do with 


the funding available and parents are 
supportive, he said extra tax dollars 
would help. 


Parents will give to a fund-raising 


event, but refuse to pass tax referen- 
dums. 


During the last two years the tax rate 


has been reduced from $3.10 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation to $2.74 per $100. 


The district currently has $29,540 as- 


sessed valuation for each student. Neigh- 
boring River Trails Dlst. 26 has $25,077 
assessed valuation per pupil while Mount 
Prospect Dist 57 has $33,715. 


Dlst. 23 also Is one of the few districts 


in Illinois that uses a merit system for 
teachers' salaries. Teachers are eval- 
uated at least twice a year by the school 
principal and are placed in one of four 
merit levels. 


TEACHERS WORK WITH the adminis- 


tration to develop the merit criteria each 
year. A teacher who disagrees with the 
merit evaluation also may protest to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee in- 
cluding teachers and board members or 
to the board of education. 


Several teachers said the staff and ad- 


ministration are more of an incentive to 
do a good Job than the merit pay. "You 
become a good teacher because of them 
(the principal and assistant principal)" 
said Coleen Welk, social studies teacher 
at MacArthur. "You see the staff work- 
ing together. They're really friendly and 
aren't grouped by departments." 


The artificial barriers created by some 


larger districts between the adminis- 
tration, school board, parents, teachers 
and students is cut through by the coop- 
eration viewed as the best part of Dist 
23. 


Debate reslated; 2 parties can't make it 


The proposed March 21 debate among 


members of the three political parties in 
Wheeling will have to be rescheduled be- 
cause two of the parties will not be rep- 
resented. 


About two weeks ago, the Wheeling 


Representative Party (WRP) challenged 
Its opponents In the April 15 village elec- 
tion to debate issues at a mutually 
agreed-upon time and place. The Wheel- 


ing Community Party (COM-PAR) and 
the W h e e l i n g Improvement Party 
(WHIP) accepted, but said the date set 
by WRP is not acceptable. 


"We're already booked somewhere else 


on that day and won't be able to get 
there," said Trustee John Koeppcn, a 
COM-PAR candidate for reelection. 


A WHIP spokesman said one of its 


candidates will be out of town on March 
21 and unable to participate in the de- 
bate, making the date unacceptable. The 
spokesman also said WHIP wants all 
parties to take part in the debate. 


"We feel that it is imperative that a 


date be agreed upon that would allow all 
candidates to participate," the spokes- 
man said.

be can, but there is nothing to require a 
donation." 


Trustee Albert Lang said although the 


village has not passed an ordinance, he 
thinks it has had reasonable success in 
obtaining donations from some devel- 
opers. 


"We've been working with the devel- 


opers on a voluntary basis and things 
have worked pretty well," Lang said. 
"But I do think if the developers ever 
start balking at the donations, it prob- 
ably would be good to have an ordinance. 


"I think an ordinance like that has 


good possibilities, but I would have to 
see all the ramifications before I make a 
definite decision," Lang added. 


LANG, BRUHN and Koeppcn said cash 


donations from developers would com- 
pensate partially for a tax collection lag 
that occurs after residential devel- 
opments are built The donations, they 
said, would make money readily avail- 
able to the parks and schools to help ab- 
sorb the financial impact of the new de- 
velopment. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said he 


thinks builders should make donations to 
parks and schools, but still is not sure If 
the adoption of an ordinance would be 
legal He said Village Atty. Paul Hamer 
has been directed to study the matter 
and report back to the village board. 


"Before we do anything we should 


make sure it's legal," Scanlon said. "If 
it's legal it would be a good thing, but If 


it's not I think we should stay away from 
it." 


Scanlon and Brulin said if the village 


adopts an ordinance, it should establish a 
formula that is equitable to all devel- 
opers. 


"I would like to see a standard pack- 


age deal that would apply equally to all 
developers," Scanlon said. "That way 
everyone would receive the same treat- 
ment and no one could say that they had 
pressure put on them while another de- 
veloper had not" 
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PARK SUPT. David Phillips has said 


he favors an ordinance requiring dona- 
tions from developers, but has not push- 
ed for it because of the pending legal 
action. Although the Naperville case is to 
be appealed, he said the lower court's 
decision has made officials more con- 
fident that the decision will be upheld in 
the higher court. 


In the past, the park district has re- 


ceived some donations from developers, 
but Phillips said since they are not re- 
quired they have been sporadic and of 
little benefit.

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Township may 
triple funds 
for welfare 


Maine Township may have to triple its 


general assistance welfare budget for the 
c o m i n g year. Township Supervisor 
James Oowd said Monday. 


Dowel predicted that the welfare budg- 


et would be about $180,000 for the 1975-76 
fiscal year, three times this year's 
$60.000 level. 


He said the Increase Is due to the wor- 


sening economy, which has forced many 
persons out of jobs. He cited figures re- 
leased earlier that the number of persons 
applying for general-assistance jumped 
by more than 110 per cent last year. 


Although the township will Increase the 


amount of funds used for general assis- 
tance, Maine Township Is In better condi- 
tion than Evanston Township, where offi- 
cials had to seek about $50,000 from the 
City of Evanston to help casa the drain 
on the general assistance fund. 


In 1974, more than 2,000 persons sought 


general-assistance benefits 
in Maine 


Township. Less than half that number 
sought assistance in 1973. 


Cowed noted that because the township 


has an assessed valuation of $900 million, 
It can levy up to 10 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation for general assistance. 


Dowil explained that the funds arc 


used to provide temporary aid for moth- 
ers with dependent children, disabled 
persons and other persons In financial 
need. 


Usually the funds arc available on a 


short-term basis until benefits can bo 
provided by Cook County. 
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Elk Grove Toivnsliip 
to double tvelfare 


Rising unemployment in Elk Grove 


Township will force officials to double 
the amount of money budgeted for wel- 
fare, Township Supervisor Richard Hall 
said Monday. 


Hall indicated that while final work on 


the township's new budget has not been 
completed, current plans call for appro- 
priating about $160,000 for general-assis- 
tance payments — twice as much as the 
township appropriated in 1974. 


While the general assistance fund will 


be increased, Hall said that the levy is 
much less than the maximum the town- 
ship can obtain for welfare payments. 
With an assessed valuation of almost 
$600 million, the township can legally ap- 
propriate $600,000 for tho fund, ho said. 


Hall said, however, he does not antici- 


pate that much money ever being 
needed. He did not indicate if the town- 
ship Is considering hiring additional staff 
to handle the growing caseload. Other 
townships are hiring more workers to 
process claims in addition to increasing 
tho amont of money available for general 
assistance payments. 


Elk Grove Township provided assis- 


tance to more than 1,500 persons last 
year. During 1973 less than half that 
number received aid. 


Township officials began transferring 


funds from other accounts in December 
to ensure enough funds in the general 
assistance budget for the remainder of 
the fiscal year. 


Township's general assistance is con- 


sidered a temporary aid until county and 
state welfare assistance is available.

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced the Chicago-dominated 
board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, it's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board into a 
"real dialogue in budgeting" in the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and if 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," he said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board

because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-S city-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received in 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubli- 


cans will trim the $15,000 in County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were in exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

Township must double welfare budget 


Rising unemployment In Elk Grove 


Township will force officials to double 
the amount of money budgeted for wel- 
fare, Township Supervisor Richard Hall 
said Monday.

completed, enroot plans call for appro- 
printing about $160,000 for general-assis- 
tance payments — twice as much as the 
township appropriated in 1974. 


While the general assistance fund will 


be Increased, Hall said that the levy Is 
much less than the maximum the town- 


ship can obtain for welfare payments. 
With an assessed valuation of almost 
$600 million, the township can legally ap- 
propriate $600,000 for tho fund, he said. 


Hall said, however, he docs not antici- 


pate that much money ever being 
needed. He did not indicate if tho town- 
ship is considering hiring additional staff 
to handle the growing caseload. Other 
townships are hiring more workers to 
process claims in addition to increasing 
the amont of money available for general 
assistance payments. 


Elk Grove Township provided assis- 


tance to more than 1,500 persons last 
year. During 1973 less than half that 
number received aid. 


Township officials began transferring 


funds from other accounts in December 
to ensure enough funds in the general 
assistance budget for the remainder of 
the fiscal year. 


Township's general assistance is con- 


sidered a temporary aid until county and 
state welfare assistance is available.

sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, it's the principle."

government," he said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests 


because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-5 city-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received In 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubli- 


cans will trim the $15,000 in County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
' ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were hi exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg mo- 


torists may face a trying spring and 
summer on local roadways scheduled for 
simultaneous improvement work this 
year. 


Much of the work planned by the coun- 


ty and state highway departments will 
Involve roads in Hoffman Estates.

Less may be more 


Prospect Heights school district admits to being small, 


but many envious neighbors concede 'best' is better than 'big'

Small but happy. 
These words could describe Prospect 


Heights Dist. 23. 


Supersized suburbs with supersized 


school districts surround it. Big Is consid- 
ered best by many of Its neighboring dis- 
tricts that have more than 20 schools and 
more than 10,000 students. 


Dist. 23 Is one of the smallest school 


districts in the Northwest suburbs with 
1,743 students in a 5^-square-mile area. 
Still it has struggled — and succeeded, 
say many in the district — to maintain 
high educational standards. 


Strong community identity and loyalty 


are noted by professionals in the district 
as the primary benefits of being small. 
Finances create the major problems. 


DIST. 23 WAS A "little red school- 


house" district until 193D, when the first 
school of the complex now at Palatine 
and Schocnbeck roads was constructed. 


Currently the district has four ele- 


mentary schools and MocArthur Junior 
High School. 


Although there arc few schools, the 


type of education programs offered is 
varied. "Each building Is unique," said 
Tom Rich, assistant superintendent. "No 
two schools arc on the same curriculum 
program. They all want to be the best. 
This friendly competitiveness helps us 
have top flight programs." 


The elementary school programs In- 


clude nongradcd classrooms at Betsy 
Ross School, open classrooms at Muir 
School and a combination of open and 
traditional classrooms at Anne Sullivan 
and Efeehowcr schools. 


"Parents also are very supportive of 


the school programs and are Involved," 
ho said. 


DESPITE ITS SIZE, Dist. 23 offers 


special education programs for students 
with learning disabilities. Music, art, 
home economics and industrial arts also 
are an integral part of the district's pro- 
gram. Two teachers In art and music are 
shared between the four elementary 
schools. Some districts with more tax 
money coming In fall to offer students 
these types of courses, he said. 


One problem resulting from the dis- 


trict's tight money situation is the lack of 
consultants in the various academics. In- 
stead of having a curriculum director In 
each area, the principals assume this re- 
sponsibility under Rich's guidance. 


"I feel the lack of curriculum coordina- 


tors Is a weakness," said 
Gerald 


McGovern, principal at MacArthur. "We 
need someone Informed to give us direc- 
tions." 


THE DISTRICT IS developing curricu- 


lum guides for all subjects put together 
by teachers under the supervision of the 
administration. This type of group work 
is one of the district's strengths because 
everyone gets involved, McGovern said. 


"Teachers are closer to the action and 


get their input In," he said. 


"One of the obvious problems is fi- 


nances," he said. "In other districts 'ex- 
tras' are bought by the board of educa- 
tion. In 23 though, we have to have fund- 
raising efforts" to purchase 'extras' like 
new band equipment, curtains for stages 
and art for the halls. 


Yet the halls in the schools display art 


and students and parents take pride in 
what they put into their school. Each 
principal Is proud to point out the low 
vandalism in the schools and the cleanli- 
ness of the halls. 


McGovern said while the need to raise 


funds for the extras is a "hassle," it also 
produces other benefits. Parents who get 
Involved in the schools develop a special 
loyalty to the school and district, he said. 


He attributes part of the parent in- 


volvement to the schools being the only 
stable Identity in the district. Most of the 
students in the district live in Prospect 
Heights. There are multiple sanitary and 
park districts, a volunteer fire depart- 
ment and sheriff's police. 


"We're the only one here," McGovern 


said. 


A CLOSENESS ALSO is felt by the 


teachers in the district. "There is a cer- 
tain forbidding formality in a large dis- 
trict," McGovern said. "There aren't as 
many channels to go through here." 


"The administration backs the teach- 


ers up," said Sandy Miller, a physical 
education teacher at MacArthur. 


She said she has taught in many dis- 


tricts in the Northwest suburbs and has 
found Dist. 23 the friendliest and most 
cooperative for teachers. If there is a 
problem, she says, there is an adminis- 
trator ready to listen. 


Teachers arc urged to call Supt. Ed- 


ward Grodsky and can get a direct an- 
swer about receiving materials from 
Business Mgr. Jim Hendren. 


Grodsky is proud of the educational 


programs offered with the district's lim- 
ited tax base. He said he would match 
his district with any other with the con- 
fidence that Dist. 23 will be as good or 
better. 


EXCELLENT SCHOOL boards are one 


source for the good education, he said. 
The boards consistently insist that mon- 
ey be spent first on what directly affects 
students' education. Frills and fancy 
buildings come second, he said. 


While the school district makes do with 


the funding available and parents are 
supportive, he said extra tax dollars 
would help. 


Parents will give to a fund-raising 


event, but refuse to pass tax referen- 
dums. 


During the last two years the tax rate 


has been reduced from $3.10 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation to $2.74 per $100. 


The district currently has $29,540 as- 


sessed valuation for each student. Neigh- 
boring River Trails Dist. 26 has $25,077 
assessed valuation per pupil while Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 has $33,715. 


Dist. 23 also is one of the few districts 


in Illinois that uses a merit system for 
teachers' salaries. Teachers are eval- 
uated at least twice a year by the school 
principal and are placed in one of four 
merit levels. 


TEACHERS WORK WITH the adminis- 


tration to develop the merit criteria each 
year. A teacher who disagrees with the 
merit evaluation also may protest to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee in- 
cluding teachers and board members or 
to the board of education. 


Several teachers said the staff and ad- 


ministration are more of an incentive to 
do a good job than the merit pay. "You 
become a good teacher because of them 
(the principal and assistant principal)" 
said Coleen Welk, social studies teacher 
at MacArthur. "You sec the staff work- 
ing together. They're really friendly and 
aren't grouped by departments." 


The artificial barriers created by some 


larger districts between the adminis- 
tration, school board, parents, teachers 
and students is cut through by the coop- 
eration viewed as the best part of Dist 
23.

Parks seek $80,000 for land grant 


Schaumburg Park District officials are

which would increase by $500 the cost of 
major license categories. 


The $500 increase was recommended 


by the village board finance committee. 
Earlier, trustees considered increasing 
existing fees by $1,000. 


The revised fee schedule would charge 


$1,500 for a Class A license, permitting 
liquor only on the premises if food also is 
served, $2,000 for Class AA licenses, per- 
mitting liquor consumption on and off the 
premises, $1,500 for Class B licenses, 
permitting the sale on the premises only 
and $200 for temporary liquor licenses. 


EXISTING FEES are $1,000 for Class 


A and B licenses and $1,500 for Class AA 
licenses. 


Trustee William Cowin, finance com- 


mittee chairman, said the 
proposed 


rates "compare favorably" with sur- 
rounding towns. 


Other changes In the ordinance call for 


penalties of $100 to $1,000 for violations of 
the ordinance. Minors would be subject 
to fines of up to $500 for violations. 


License holders would still face suspen- 


sion or revocation of their license in ad- 
dition to the fines in cases of ordinance 
infractions. 


Another proposal would permit the 


creation of a three-member panel, or li- 
quor control commission, to review li- 
quor-license applications and advise the 
liquor commissioner on issuing licenses. 


The village liquor commissioner is Vil- 


lage Pres. Virginia Hayter. 


HOURS RESTRICTING the times in 


which liquor could be sold also would be 


changed in the proposed ordinance. The 
revised code would prohibit sales during 
the hours cf 1 a.m. to 11 a.m. except on 
Saturdays and Sundays when the restric- 
tions would be from 2 a.m. to 3 a.m. on. 


Liquor sales are now restricted from 3 


a.m. to 7 a.m. 


The revised ordinance as it is now pro- 


posed would not provide for taverns 
serving only liquor. 


Formal action on the ordinance must 


be taken by the village board. Board ac- 
tion will likely come following study of 
the proposed changes in Thursday's pub- 
lic session.

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced the Chicago-dominated 
board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, Including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the Insurgent 
suburbanites, sold after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, it's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board Into a 
"real dialogue in budgeting" In the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and If 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," he said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests

because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-5 city-over-sub- 
urban majority.

One of the cuts Imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received in 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubli- 


cans will trim the $15,000 In County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the. rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure.

Prospect Heights school district admits to being small, 


but many envious neighbors concede 'best' is better than 'big' 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


Small but happy. 
These words could describe Prospect 


Heights Dist. 23. 


Supersized suburbs with supersized 


school districts surround It. Big Is consid- 
ered best by many of its neighboring dis- 
tricts that have more than 20 schools and 
more than 10,000 students. 


Dist. 23 is one of the smallest school 


districts in the Northwest suburbs with 
1,743 students in a SH-square-mile area. 
Still it has struggled — and succeeded, 
say many in the district — to maintain 
high educational standards. 


Strong community identity and loyalty 


are noted by professionals in the district 
as the primary benefits of being small. 
Finances create the major problems. 


DIST. 23 WAS A "little red school- 


house" district until 1939, when the first 
school of the complex now at Palatine 
and Schoenoeck roads was constructed. 


Currently the district has four ele- 


mentary schools and MacArthur Junior 
High School. 


Although there are few schools, the 


type of education programs offered is 
varied. "Each building is unique," said 
Tom Rich, assistant superintendent. "No 
two schools are on the same curriculum 
program. They all want to be the best. 
This friendly competitiveness helps us 
have top flight programs." 


The elementary school programs in- 


clude nongradcd classrooms at Betsy 
Ross School, open classrooms at Mulr 
School and a combination of open and 
traditional classrooms at Anne Sullivan 
and Elsenhower schools. 


"Parents also are very supportive of 


the school programs and ore involved," 
he said. 


DESPITE ITS SIZE. Dist. 23 offers 


special education programs for students 
with learning disabilities. Music, art, 
home economics and industrial arts also 
are an Integral part of the district's pro- 
gram. Two teachers in art and music are 
shared between the four 
elementary 


schools. Some districts with more tax 
money coming in fail to offer students 
these types of courses, he said. 


One problem resulting from the dis- 


trict's tight money situation is the lack of 
consultants in the various academics. In- 
stead of having a curriculum director in 
each area, the principals assume this re- 
sponsibility under Rich's guidance. 


"I feel the lack of curriculum coordina- 


tors Is a weakness," said 
Gerald 


MeGovern, principal at MacArthur. "We 
need someone Informed to give us direc- 
tions." 


THE DISTRICT IS developing curricu- 


lum guides for all subjects put together 
by teachers under the supervision of the 
administration. This type of group work 
is one of the district's strengths because 
everyone gets Involved, MeGovern said. 


"Teachers are closer to the action and 


get their Input In," he said. 


"One of the obvious problems Is fl-

what they put into their school. Each 
principal is proud to point out the low 
vandalism in the schools and the cleanli- 
ness of the halls. 


school districts, with 1,550 students. 
The administration center, Palatine 
and Schoenbeclc roads, once was the 
only school. Now there aro fivo. 


MeGovern said while the need to raise 


funds for the extras is a "hassle," it also 
produces other benefits. Parents who get 
involved in the schools develop a special 
loyalty to the school and district, he said. 


He attributes part of the parent in- 


volvement to the schools being the only 
stable identity in the district Most of the 
students in tho district live in Prospect 
Heights There arc multiple sanitary and 
park districts, a volunteer fire depart- 
ment and sheriff's police. 


"We're the only one here," MeGovern 


said. 


A CLOSENESS ALSO is felt by the 


teachers in the district. "There is a cer- 
tain forbidding formality in a large dis- 
trict," McGovern said. "There aren't as 
many channels to go through here." 


"The administration backs the teach- 


ers up," said Sandy Miller, a physical 
education teacher at MacArthur. 


She said she has taught in many dis- 


tricts in the Northwest suburbs and has 
found Dist. 23 the friendliest and most 
cooperative for teachers. If there is a 
problem, she says, there is an adminis- 
trator ready to listen. 


Teachers are urged to call Supt. Ed- 


ward Grodsky and can get a direct an- 
swer about receiving materials from 
Business Mgr. Jim Hendren. 


Grodsky is proud of the educational 


programs offered with the district's lim- 
ited tax base. He said he would match 
his district with any other with the con- 
fidence that Dist. 23 will be as good or 
better. 


EXCELLENT SCHOOL boards are one 


source for the good education, he said. 
The boards consistently insist that mon- 
ey be spent first on what directly affects 
students' education. Frills and fancy 
buildings come second, he said. 


While the school district makes do with 


the funding available and parents are 
supportive, he said extra tax dollars 
would help. 


Parents will give to a fund-raising 


event, but refuse to pass tax referen- 
dums. 


During the last two years the tax rate 


has been reduced from $3 10 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation to $2.74 per $100. 


The district currently has $29,540 as- 


sessed valuation for each student. Neigh- 
boring River Trails Dist. 26 has $25,077 
assessed valuation per pupil while Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 has $33,715. 


Dist. 23 also is one of the few districts 


in Illinois that uses a merit system for 
teachers' salanes. Teachers are eval- 
uated at least twice a year by the school 
principal and are placed in one of four 
merit levels. 


TEACHERS WORK WITH the adminis- 


tration to develop the merit criteria each 
year. A teacher who disagrees with the 
merit evaluation also may protest to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee in- 
cluding teachers and board members or 
to the board of education. 


Several teachers said the staff and ad- 


ministration arc more of an incentive to 
do a good job than the merit pay. "You 
become a good teacher because of them 
(the principal and assistant principal)" 
said Coleen Welk, social studies teacher 
at MacArthur. "You see the staff work- 
ing together. They're really friendly and 
aren't grouped by departments." 


The artificial barriers created by some 


larger districts between the adminis- 
tration, school board, parents, teachers 
and students is cut through by the coop- 
eration viewed as the best part of Dist. 
23.

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City's Civil Defense unit unsung hero 
- always ready to assist in emergency

You see them at every fire or flood. 
They arc the ones directing traffic, 


handing out coffee and finding places to 
stay for fire victims. They are members 
of the Rolling Meadows Civil Defense or- 
ganization, an unusual crew in the area 
because it has women, girls and a spe- 
cial cadets program for teen-agers. 


Aid. Merrill Wucrch, CD director, and 


Carmen Vinezeano, deputy director, are 
the prime movers of the organization 
that includes retired firemen, 16-year-old 
youths, women and girls, who are 
equipped and trained to handle the emer- 
gencies that leave most people in tur- 
moil. 


"SOME MEMBERS work three nights 


per week, and I'm damned awfully proud 
of them because they really work hard," 
said Wuerch. They do it "for love of their 
community," he said. 


The members participate in occasional 


"mock emergencies" as part of their 
training. However, in Rolling Meadows, 
Civil Defense has had its share of real 
emergencies. 


When a building at Three Fountains 


apartment complex was flooded, CD 
brought all the residents to city hall, put- 
ting up cots in the council chambers for 
an overnight dormitory, scouting stores 
in the suburbs after midnight for break- 
fast supplies, cooking sausage and eggs 
in the employe lunchroom and feeding 
the flood victims In shifts. 


When other apartment buildings have 


been struck by fires, the firemen put out 
the blazes and CD protected the build- 
ings when the firemen went back to the 
station. 


"We always have problems with loo- 


ters in fires or flooding In the apart- 
ments, mostly adults from surrounding 
towns," said Wucrch. 


THOUGH CD MEN don't carry weap- 


ons, they do carry mobile radios, and 
their calls have brought police to arrest 
looters on several occasions, Wucrch 
said. CD's responsibilities ore broad — 
the volunteers are to offer whatever as- 
sistance is necessary when the burden of 
any particular situation becomes too

much for designated departments to 
bear. "The city must fend for itself," 
and CD assistance in stress situations 
helps it do just that, said Vinczeano. 


And Rolling Meadows CD has one oper- 


ational phase many other units do not — 
a cadet program. The cadefa, who may 
be of cither sex starting from age 16, arc 
very important, said Vinezeano, who 
started the program two years ago. Be- 
cause CD has a high turnover, with 
members moving or with jobs that take 
more and more time, cadets are a special 
source of manpower. The cadets 
are 


trained in precisely the same fashion as 
the adults, and do the same things. 


CD activities also include monitoring 


the U.S. Weather Bureau, with a direct 
line to the federal station at Marseilles, 


III. When a tornado is threatened, CD 
members are di'.p:.»chod to high points in 
the city — tall buildings and road over- 
passes — to get the earliest possible 
sighting of a twister. Schools are alerttd, 
city officials are put on notice, and CD 
members who are not watching are in 
motion, prepared to dispatch first aid, 
rescue or other aassistance whenever 
needed. If a tornado struck, CD would be 
there helping any injured and keeping 
watch in any damaged portions of the 
city. 


CD PARTICIPATES in the amateur 


radio network, as well as with regulation 
emergency-radio-network systems. In a 
disaster, the radio waves could be the 
city's only contact with the outside. It 
has highly sophisticated radiological de- 


vices that would deter radiation if an ac- 
cident occurred in town with transport 
vehicles and radioactive cargoes. 


Interested persons can find CD mem- 


bers at the public works garage, 3200 
Central Rd. after 8 p.m. nearly every 
Monday. 


The men and women who provide the 


line of civilian defense do it for several 
reasons. About 20 per cent Is a frustrated 
desire left over from childhood to be a 
fireman or policeman, said Vinezeano. 
"They can't be policemen or firemen. 
They have jobs they like. But here they 
have a chance to help their community." 
he said, quoting one application to join 
where the person said he wanted "the 
satisfaction of helping other people." 


Sunday, year-round racing coming 


by KURT BAER 


The Illinois Racing Board is proposing 


legislation that would clear the way for 
Sunday and possibly year-round horse 
racing at state race tracks, including Ar- 
lington Park. 


The proposed Horse Racing Act of 1975 


would remove all restrictions on the rac- 
ing board's power to draw up the racing 
schedule. 


State statutes now prevent the board 


from permitting Sunday racing, and by 
limiting the total maximum number of 


racing days permitted in the Chicago 
area to 173, the present law blocks year- 
round racing. 


Ted Loda, assistant secretary to the 


racing board, said Monday the board did 
not have a legislative sponsor for the 
bill, but is planning a March 3 public 
hearing on the proposal. 


The proposed legislation also would: 
• Eliminate the state admission tax at 


race tracks, currently 40 cents per per- 
son. 


• Establish a new tax scale for pari- 


mutucl betting based on average dally 
wagering at each track. 


• Reduce the size of the racing board 


from seven to five members. 


• Create an Illinois Bred Fund to en- 


courage the breeding o£ Illinois thorough- 
bred horses. 


• Set up strict disclosure requirements 


for all persons with ownership interests 
in any racing association or concession 
company doing business at racing meet- 
ings. 


The law would outlaw political contri- 


butions by racing association owners and 


concessionaires. Any attempt to fix a 
horse race would be specified a felony 
offense. 


Village Pres. Ralph H. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights said Monday that any 
change in the present pattern of horse 
racing at Arlington Park "would have a 
definite relationship to the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


But he declined to comment on the 


substance of the proposed legislation be- 
cause he had not discussed the matter 
with the village board. 


GOP forces county board to reduce budget 


LOCAL COUNTY Auditor's branch

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced 
the Chicago-dominated 


board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, it's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board into a 
"real dialogue In budgeting" In the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and if 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," he said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests 


because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous lO-to-5 clty-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received in 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubli- 


cans will trim the $15,000 in County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were in exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

Prospect Heights school district admits to being small, 


but many envious neighbors concede 'best' is better than 'big' 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


Small but happy. 
These words could describe Prospect 


Heights Dist. 23. 


Supcrsized suburbs with superslzed 


school districts surround it. Big Is consid- 
ered best by many of its neighboring dis- 
tricts that ha\ i> more than 20 schools and 
more than 10,000 students. 


Dist. 23 is one of the smallest school 


districts in the Northwest suburbs with 
1,743 students in a SH-square-rnile area. 
Still it has struggled — and succeeded, 
say many in the district — to maintain 
high educational standards. 


Strong community identity and loyalty 


are noted by professionals in the district 
as the primary benefits of being small. 
Finances create the major problems. 


HIST. 23 WAS A "little red school- 


house" district until 1939, when the first 
school of the complex now at Palatine 
and Schoenbcck roads was constructed. 


Currently the district has four ele- 


mentary schools and MacArthur Junior 
High School. 


Although there are few schools, the 


type of education programs offered is 
varied. "Each building Is unique," said 
Tom Rich, assistant superintendent. "No 
two schools are on the same curriculum 
program. They all want to be the best. 
This friendly competitiveness helps us 
have top flight programs " 


The elementary school programs In- 


clude nongraded classrooms at Betsy 
Ross School, open classrooms at Muir 
School and n combination of open and 
traditional classrooms at Anne Sullivan 
and Eisenhower schools. 


"Parents also are very supportive of 


the school programs and arc involved," 
he said. 


DESPITE ITS SIZE. Dist. 23 offers 


special education programs for students 
with learning disabilities. Music, art, 
home economics and industrial arts nlso 
are an integral part of the district's pro- 
gram. Two teachers in art and music arc 
shared between the four elementary 
schools. Some districts with more tax 
money coming in fail to offer students 
these types of courses, ha said. 


One problem resulting from the dis- 


trict's tight money situation Is the lack of 
consultants in the various academics. In- 
stead of having a curriculum director in 
each area, the principals assume tills re- 
sponsibility under Rich's guidance. 


"I feel the lack of curriculum coordina- 


tors Is a weakness," said Gerald 
McGovern, principal at MacArthur. "We 
need someone Informed to give us direc- 
tions." 


THE DISTRICT IS developing curricu- 


lum guides for all subjects put together 
by teachers under the supervision of tho 
administration. This type of group work 
is one of the district's strengths because 
everyone gets Involved, McGovern said. 


"Teachers are closer to the action and 


get their Input in," he said. 


"One of the obvious problems Is fl-

nances," he said. "In other districts 'ex- 
tras' are bought by the board of educa- 
tion. In 23 though, we have to hove fund- 
raising efforts" to purchase 'extras' like 
new band equipment, curtains for stages 
and art for the halls. 


Yet the halls in the schools display art 


and students and parents take pride in 
what they put Into their school. Each 
principal is proud to point out the low 
vandalism In the schools and the cleanli- 
ness of tho halls. 


school districts, with 1,550 students. 
The administration center, Palatine 
and Schoenbeck roads, once was the 
only school. Now there are five. 


McGovern said while the need to raise 


funds for the extras is a "hassle," it also 
produces other benefits. Parents who get 
involved in the schools develop a special 
loyalty to the school and district, he said. 


He attributes part of the parent in- 


volvement to the schools being the only 
stable identity in the district. Most of the 
students in the district live in Prospect 
Heights. There are multiple sanitary and 
park districts, a volunteer fire depart- 
ment and sheriff's police. 


"We're the only one here," McGovcm 


said. 


A CLOSENESS ALSO is felt by the 


teachers in the district. "There is a cer- 
tain forbidding formality in a large dis- 
trict," McGovern said. "There aren't as 
many channels to go through here." 


"The administration backs the teach- 


ers up." said Sandy Miller, a physical 
education teacher at MacArthur. 


She said she has taught in many dis- 


tricts in the Northwest suburbs and has 
found Dist. 23 the friendliest and most 
cooperative for teachers. If there is a 
problem, she says, there is on adminis- 
trator ready to listen. 


Teachers are urged to call Supt. Ed- 


ward Grodsky and can get a direct an- 
swer about receiving materials from. 
Business Mgr. Jim Hcndren. 


Grodsky is proud of the educational 


programs offered with the district's lim- 
ited tax base. He said he would match 
his district with any other with the con- 
fidence that Dist. 23 will be as good or 
better. 


EXCELLENT SCHOOL boards are one 


source for the good education, he said. 
The boards consistently insist that mon- 
ey be spent first on what directly affects 
students' education. Frills and fancy 
buildings come second, he said. 


While the school district makes do with 


the funding available and parents are 
supportive, he said extra tax dollars 
would help. 


Parents will give to a fund-raising 


event, but refuse to pass tax referen- 
dums. 


During the last two years the tax rate 


has been reduced from S3 10 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation to $2.7-1 per $100. 


The district currently has $29,540 as- 


sessed valuation for each student. Neigh- 
boring River Trails Dist. 26 has $23,077 
assessed valuation per pupil while Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 has $33.715. 


Dist. 23 also is one of tho few districts 


in Illinois that uses a merit system for 
teachers' salaries. Teachers are eval- 
uated at least twice a year by the school 
principal and arc placed in one of four 
merit levels. 


TEACHERS WORK WITH the adminis- 


tration to develop the merit criteria each 
year. A teacher who disagrees with the 
merit evaluation also may protest to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee in- 
cluding teachers and board members or 
to the board of education. 


Several teachers said the staff and ad- 


ministration are more of an incentive to 
do a good job than the merit pay. "You 
become a good teacher because of them 
(the principal and assistant principal)" 
said Coleen Wclk. social studies teacher 
at MacArthur. "You see the staff work- 
ing together. They're really friendly and 
aren't grouped by departments." 


The artificial barriers created by some 


larger districts between the adminis- 
tration, school board, parents, teachers 
and students is cut through by the coop- 
eration viewed as the best part of Dist. 
23. 


L>000 sought for land-use planning 


The Rolling Meadows City Council will 


bo asked tonight to appropriate $4,000 for 
a land-use plan that has been under 
study for several months. 


The recommendation will come from 


tho public works committee. Aid. John 
Rock, 3rd, chairman of the committee, 
said Monday the recommendation will 
ask that tho contract be awarded to 
Planning Horizons Inc., DCS Plalnes, the 
first with which the city has been nego- 
tiating for the plan. 


"It's the same plan we've been study- 


ing for the past three months," Rock 
aaid. "We decided to start with this one 
and sec how we can put it to good use." 


The land-use plan Is part of a multi- 


phase project that the firm has proposed 
to the city. The total project would come 
to $23,500, but the city has considered 
only the land-use phase of the package. 


THE PLAN WOULD recommend how 


land "should be developed and used, in- 


cluding single-family, multi-family, com- 
mercial, industrial, office, 
research, 


parks and open space, streets and thor- 
oughfares and municipal facilities." 


Wilton L. Battles, officer of the plan- 


ning company, urged the city in Decem- 
ber to consider devising the plan, par- 
ticularly If the city intended to apply for 
federal funds under the U.S. Housing and 
Community Development Act. 


The act permits municipalities of less 


than 50,000 to apply for certain funds to 
aid low- and moderate-income families 
and prevent community blight. The city 
has not applied for funds this year. 


Adoption of the land-use plan had been 


scheduled two weeks ago but aldermen 
delayed voting on the measure while a 
representative of the Northeastern Illi- 
nois Planning Commission discussed the 
law. 


JOHN GANN, NIPC official, told the 


council a land-use plan would have no 


bearing on the city's authority to regu- 
late low- and moderate-income housing in 
the city should funds be allocated here. 


Gann added, however, that terms of 


the act would allow developers to apply 
for funds to convert existing housing for 
low- and moderate-income use. The city 
could object only to such conversions if it 
could show they violated a housing-assis- 
tance plan the city would have to have 
on file with the U.S. Dept. of Housing 
and Urban Development, Gann said. 


The housing plan has not been consid- 


ered by city officials. 


Rock said Monday he has asked Bat- 


tles to be present at the council meeting 
to answer officials' questions.

In addition to the 12 per cent salary 


Increase, the policemen arc asking for: 


• Overtime pay for off-duty court ap- 


pearances instead of the present flat rate 
of $25. 


• Overtime pay for time in excess of 


15 minutes, instead of tho present 30 min- 
utes, after a policeman's shift ends. 


Exemption of police department em- 


ployes from cither the village's pension 
program or the Social Security tax. 


• Special duty pay for policemen as- 


signed to a duty such as detective or 
high school counselor. 


• Improved health and hospital Insur- 


ance. 


• Improved vacation and holiday pol- 


icy. 


Sgt. Ralph Winkelhake, one of six po- 


licemen representing tho department In 
negotiations, said, "There are a number 
of options that policemen and the village 
could agree on with regard to salary. 


"In most coses, the concerns we have 


arc the things that the village is also con- 
cerned about and is already thinking 
about taking action on," he said. 


There are 60 full-time employes in the 


police department. All employes had an 
opportunity to contribute to the 10-polnt 
recommendation package, Winkelhake 
said. 


Salaries for patrolmen now range from 


$12,480 to $15,720. It usually takes a start- 
Ing patrolman five years to reach the top 
of the salary scale for patrolmen. A 12 
per cent increase would raise the pay 
range for patrolmen from $13,977 to 
$17,606. 


The salaries compare with starting pa- 


trolmen salaries of $10,900 in Hoffman 
Estates, $10,500 in Buffalo Grove, $10,252 
In Arlington Heights and $12,132 in 
Schaumburg. 


Bratcher has supported paying police- 


men overtime pay for off-duty court ap- 
pearances. Patrolmen currently spend 
an average of eight off-duty hours in 


court each month and receive a flat $25 
for each off-duty court appearance re- 
gardless of the number of hours spent in 
the courtroom. 


Bratcher told the village board that po- 


licemen should be paid overtime for off- 
duty court appearances just like any oth- 
er village employe required to work on 
his day off. He said a new schedule in 
the police department will start next 
month that should reduce off-duty court 
time by about 40 per cent. 


Jones has said he would support the 


overtime pay for off-duty court appear- 
ances if it could be held in line. 


The problem of policemen being re- 


quired to pay Social Security tax in addi- 
tion to the village pension is also to be 
raised again. The problem started in the 
1950s when the village began its present 
pension program for municipal employes 
while policemen were already paying So- 
cial Security tax, Winkelhake said. 


"\VE ARE ACTUALLY paying for the 


same kind of old-age security twice, once 
to the federal government and once to 
the village," Winkelhake said. "That's a 
big hunk taken out of our paychecks, and 
we've asked the village what can be done 
about arranging that only one of the pay- 
ments be made." 


Employes in the fire department and 


public works department have also made 
salary recommendations to the adminis- 
tration. The public works employes are 
asking for a cost-of-living increase and it 
is not known what firemen are request- 
ing. But Jones said the requests from 
employes of the three departments were 
very similar. 


The employes are all following an In- 


formal negotiation procedure established 
in the village last year whereby repre- 
sentatives of the various departments 
negotiate with the administration without 
the support of any outside group. 


GOP forces county board to reduce budget

fice budget affecting the suburbs.

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced the Chicago-dominated 
board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the Insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, it's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board into a 
"real dialogue in budgeting" in the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and it 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," he said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests 


because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-5 city-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts Imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received in 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubli- 


cans will trim the $15,000 In County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were in exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

Less may be more 


Prospect Heights school district admits to being small, 


but many envious neighbors concede 'best' is better than 'big'

Small but happy. 
These words could describe Prospect 


Heights Dlst. 23. 


Supersized suburbs with superslzed 


school districts surround it. Big is consid- 
ered best by many of its neighboring dis- 
tricts that have more than 20 schools and 
more than 10,000 students. 


Dist. 23 is one of the smallest school 


districts in the Northwest suburbs with 
1,743 students in a 5^-square-milc area. 
Still it has struggled — and succeeded, 
say many in the district — to maintain 
high educational standards. 


Strong community identity and loyalty 


are noted by professionals in the district 
as the primary benefits of being small. 
Finances create the major problems. 


DIST. 23 WAS A "little red school- 


house" district until 1939, when the first 
school of the complex now at Palatine 
and Schoenbeck roads was constructed. 


Currently the district has four ele- 


mentary schools and MacArthur Junior 
High School. 


Although there are few schools, the 


type of education programs offered is 
varied. "Each building is unique," said 
Tom Hlch, assistant superintendent. "No 
two schools arc on the same curriculum 
program. They all want to be the best. 
This friendly competitiveness helps us 
have top flight programs." 


The elementary school programs In- 


clude nongradcd classrooms at Betsy 
Ross School, open classrooms at Muir 
School and a combination of open and 
traditional classrooms at Anne Sullivan 
and Eisenhower schools. 


"Parents also are very supportive of 


the school programs and are involved," 
he said. 


DESPITE ITS SIZE, Dlst. 23 offers 


special education programs for students 
with learning disabilities. Music, art, 
home economics and industrial arts also 
are an integral part of the district's pro- 
gram. Two teachers in art and music are 
shared between the four elementary 
schools. Some districts with more tax 
money coming in fail to offer students 
these types of courses, he said. 


One problem resulting from the dis- 


trict's tight money situation is the lack of 
consultants in the various academics. In- 
stead of having a curriculum director in 
each area, the principals assume tills re- 
sponsibility under Rich's guidance. 


"I feel the lack of curriculum coordina- 


tors is a weakness," said Gerald 
McGovcrn, principal at MacArthur. "We 
need someone informed to give us direc- 
tions." 


THE DISTRICT IS developing curricu- 


lum guides for all subjects put together 
by teachers under the supervision of the 
administration. This type of group work 
is one of the district's strengths because 
everyone gets Involved, McGovern said. 


"Teachers are closer to the action and 


get their input In," he said. 


"One of the obvious problems Is fi-

nances," he said. "In other districts 'ex- 
tras' are bought by the board of educa- 
tion. In 23 though, we have to have fund- 
raising efforts" to purchase 'extras' like 
new band equipment, curtains for stages 
and art for the halls. 


Yet the halls in the schools display art 


and students and parents take pride in 
what they put into their school. Each 
principal is proud to point out the low 
vandalism in the schools and the cleanli- 
ness of the halls. 


school districts, with 1,550 students. 
The administration center, Palatine 
and Schoenbock roads, once was the 
only school. Now there are five. 


McGovern said while the need to raise 


funds for the extras is a "hassle," it also 
produces other benefits. Parents uho get 
involved in the schools develop a special 
loyalty to the school and district, he said. 


He attributes part of the parent in- 


volvement to the schools being the only 
stable identity in the distnct. Most of the 
students in the district live m Prospect 
Heights. There are multiple sanitary and 
park districts, a volunteer fire depart- 
ment and sheriff's police. 


"We're the only one here," McGovern 


said. 


A CLOSENESS ALSO Is felt by tho 


teachers in the district. "There is a cer- 
tain forbidding formality in a large dis- 
tnct," McGovern said. "There aren't as 
many channels to go through here." 


"The administration backs the teach- 


ers up," said Sandy Miller, a physical 
education teacher at MacArthur. 


She said she has taught in many dis- 


tricts in the Northwest suburbs and has 
found Dist. 23 the friendliest and most 
cooperative for teachers. If there is a 
problem, she says, there is an adminis- 
trator ready to listen. 


Teachers are urged to call Supt. Ed- 


ward Grodsky and can get a direct an- 
swer about receiving materials from 
Business Mgr. Jim Hendren. 


Grodsky is proud of the educational 


programs offered with the district's lim- 
ited tax base. He said he would match 
his district with any other with the con- 
fidence that Dist. 23 will be as good or 
better. 


EXCELLENT SCHOOL boards are one 


source for the good education, he said. 
The boards consistently insist that mon- 
ey be spent first on what directly affects 
students' education. Frills and fancy 
buildings come second, he said. 


While the school district makes do with 


the funding available and parents are 
supportive, he said extra tax dollars 
would help. 


Parents will give to a fund-raising 


event, but refuse to pass tax refcren- 
dums. 


During the last two years the tax rate 


has been reduced from S3 10 per S100 as- 
sessed valuation to S2 74 per S100 


The district currently has 529,540 as- 


sessed valuation for each student. Neigh- 
boring River Trails Dist. 26 has $25,077 
assessed valuation per pupil while Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 has $33,715. 


Dist. 23 also is one of the few districts 


in Illinois that uses a merit system for 
teachers' salaries. Teachers are eval- 
uated at least twice a year by the school 
principal and are placed in one of four 
merit levels. 


TEACHERS WORK WITH the adminis- 


tration to develop the merit criteria each 
year. A teacher who disagrees with the 
mcnt evaluation also may protest to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee in- 
cluding teachers and board members or 
to the board of education. 


Several teachers said the staff and ad- 


ministration are more of an incentive to 
do a good job than the merit pay. "You 
become a good teacher because of them 
(the principal and assistant principal)" 
said Coleen Welk, social studies teacher 
at MacArthur. "You see the staff work- 
ing together. They're really friendly and 
aren't grouped by departments." 


Tnc artificial barriers created by some 


larger districts between the adminis- 
tration, school board, parents, teachers 
and students is cut through by the coop- 
eration viewed as the best part of Dist. 
23.

• Create an Illinois Bred Fund to en- 


courage the breeding of Illinois thorough- 
bred horses. 


• Set up strict disclosure requirements 


for all persons with ownership interests 
in any racing association or concession 
company doing business at racing meet- 
Ings, 


The law would outlaw political contri- 


butions by racing association owners and 
concessionaires. Any attempt to fix a 
horse race would be specified a felony 
offense. 


Village Pros. Ralph H. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights said Monday that any 
change In the present pattern of horse 
racing at Arlington Park "would have a 
definite relationship to the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


But he declined to comment on the 


substance of the proposed legislation be- 
cause he had not discussed the matter 
with the village board. 


Loda said It was "a point of some con- 


tention" whether lifting the state's ad- 
mission tax would open the door for a 
municipal tax, particularly in the case 
of home-rule municipalities like Arling- 
ton Heights. 


The village board's finance committee 


in the past has discussed briefly the pos- 
sibility of a local admission tax at the 
race track. 


BUT VILLAGE officials have never ac- 


tively pursued the tax because of pre- 
sumed opposition from the state. 


A daily parking tax which would be 


collected at the race track also is under 
study.

Iho number of serious crimes reported 


in Mount Prospect during January de- 
clined 4 per cent from January 1974, ac- 
cording to statistics released by the po- 
lice department. 


Police said 142 serious crimes were re- 


ported this past January, six fewer than 
in January last year. 


An Increase of 44 vandalism cases ac- 


counted for a 25 per cent hike in minor 
crimes. 


Police Chief Ralph J. Doney said more 


than 30 of tho additional vandalism case* 
occurred in the northeast section of tho 
village during a single weekend. 


"I am pleased to sec wo are holding 


our own compared with last year," said 
Doncy, referring to the first month's 
statistics. "I'm really proud of the fig- 
ures." 


DONEY SAID that people have to real- 


ize "crime nationally is way too high." 
He said, "We're fighting it the best we 
con but tho crooks still outnumber tho 
police."

Overall during 1074, reported crimes 


were up 9.7 per cent In the village. The 
breakdown showed a 15.9 per cent in- 
crease in more serious crimes and a 4.7 
per cent Increase in lesser crimes. Bur- 
glaries were up 40 per cent and van- 
dalism was up 20.7 per cent, being the 
two areas of greatest increases. 


During January this year, the number 


of burglaries remained the same — 28 — 
as it was a year go, although the number 
of attempts increased by 5 to 9. The addi- 
tional 44 vandalism cases brought that 
total to 105 for the month. 


Doncy said the number of burglaries 


solved during January this year was 
much higher than the previous January. 


THREE ROBBERIES were reported 


during January, but all were linked to a 
Juvenile, the so-called "Lollipop Bandit," 
who was arrested In February. Also re- 
ported during the month were 1 rape, six 
aggravated-battery coses and 8 auto 
thefts. 


The 73 reported thefts, with 3 of more 


than $150, compared with 82 reported 
during January 1971. 


Minor increases were reported in de- 


ceptive practice cases, 20; sex offenses, 
8; simple batteries, 9; curfew violations, 
5; and 9 cases of driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol or drugs. 


The slight increases were offset by a 


large drop in disorderly conduct cases, 
which went from 48 to 14, and lesser de- 
creases In narcotic-law violations, 3, and 
other motor vehicle-law violations, 15. 


The total number of crime complaints 


and service colls was 738, an increase of 
slightly more than 20 per cent, or 126 
colls.

Welfare budget forced to double 


Rising unemployment In Elk Grove 


Township will force officials to double 
tho amount of money budgeted for wel- 
fare, Township Supervisor Richard Hall 
said Monday. 


Hall Indicated that while final work on 


the township's new budget has not been 
completed, current plans call for appro- 
priating about $160,000 for general-assis- 


tance payments — twice as much as the 
township appropriated in 1974. 


While the general assistance fund will 


be increased, Hall said that the levy is 
much less than the maximum the town- 
ship can obtain for welfare payments. 
With an assessed valuation of almost 
$600 million, the township can legally ap- 
propriate $600,000 for the fund, he said. 


Hall said, however, he does not antici- 


pate that much money ever being 
needed. Ha did nst indicate if the town- 
ship is considering hiring additional staff 
to handle the growing casc'oad. Oilier 
townships are hiring more workers to 
process cla'ms in addition to increasing 
the amont of money available for general 
assista ice payments. 


Elk Grove Township provided assis- 


tance to more than 1,500 persons last 


year. During 1973 less than half that 
number received aid. 


Township officials began transferring 


funds from other accounts in December 
to ensure enough funds in the general 
assistance budget for the remainder of 
the fiscal year. 


Township's general assistance is con- 


sidered a temporary aid until county and 
state welfare assistance is available.

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The Northwest Suburban Council of As- 


sociations, which earlier said it would 
make endorsements in the April village 
board election, shied away from endorse- 
ments Monday night but Indicated it may 
take positions on certain issues brought 
up In the campaign. 


At a meeting, council members agreed 


that to endorse candidates would be con- 
trary to the organization's bylaws which 
state tho group Is a nonpartlsan associ- 
ation. 


The homeowner associations that com-

made, one council member said. 


"Homeowner associations cannot en- 


dorse because they could lose their char- 
ters," said Jack Gllligan, president of 
the Prospect Heights Improvement Assn. 


"The best thing is not to tell people 


who to vote for but what Issues to vote 
on or distribute information about the is- 
sues," Gilligan said. 


RONALD BURTON, council president, 


said the group never made a firm com- 
mitment to moke endorsements In the 
election but discussed the possibility at a 
recent meeting. Burton said it has been 
his understanding that if following the 


special candidates' night scheduled for 
March 20, individual association mem- 
bers came to an agreement about certain 
candidates and represent a majority of 
the council, the council might issue some 
type of endorsement or consensus state- 
ment. 


Council members agreed that it may 


be better for the group to "address or 
endorse Issues, not people," but no deci- 
sion on Issue-stands was taken. 


Such action may come following the 


March 20 candidates' night, which is 
being sponsored by the council. The 


group spent most of its meeting Monday 
making arrangements for the event. 


All 11 village trustee candidates will be 


invited to attend the session. Candidates 
will be asked to speak for five minutes 
on one or more of the following four top- 
ics: planned unit development, the pos- 
sible purchase of Citizens Utilities Co., 
the village's proposed 
comprehensive 


plan and flooding 
problems.

GOP forces county board to reduce budget 


LOCAL COUNTY Assessor's branch 
effict at 1612 W. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights, along with three 


others, may be among those forced 
to close by cuts in the assessor's of- 
fice budget affecting the suburbs.

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced the Chicago-dominated 
board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Haasen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the Insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, it's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board into a 
"real dialogue in budgeting" in the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and If 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," he said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests 


because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to tho board lost year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-5 city-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding it received in 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubli- 


cans will trim the $15,000 in County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would hove paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were in exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

Prospect Heights school district admits to being small, 


but many envious neighbors concede 'best' is better than 'big' 


by JUDY JOBB1TT 


Small but happy. 
These words could describe Prospect 


Heights Dist. 23. 


Supersized suburbs with super-sized 


school districts surround it. Big is consid- 
ered best by many of its neighboring dis- 
tricts that have more than 20 schools and 
more than 10,000 students. 


Dist. 23 is one of the smallest school 


districts in the Northwest suburbs with 
1,743 students in a 5Vj-square-mlle area. 
Still it has struggled — and succeeded, 
say many in the district — to maintain 
high educational standards. 


Strong community identity and loyalty 


are noted by professionals in the district 
as the primary benefits of being small. 
Finances create the major problems. 


DIST. 23 WAS A "little red school- 


house" district until 1939, when the first 
school of the complex now at Palatine 
and Schocnbeck roads was constructed. 


Currently the district has four ele- 


mentary schools and MacArthur Junior 
High School. 


Although there are few schools, the 


type of education programs offered is 
varied. "Each building is unique," said 
Tom Rich, assistant superintendent. "No 
two schools are on the same curriculum 
program. They all want to be the best. 
This friendly competitiveness helps us 
have top flight programs." 


The elementary school programs In- 


clude nongradcd classrooms at Betsy 
Ross School, open classrooms at Mulr 
School and a combination of open and 
traditional classrooms at Anne Sullivan 
and Eisenhower schools. 


"Parents also are very supportive of 


the school programs and are involved," 
he said. 


DESPITE ITS SIZE. Dist. 23 offers 


special education programs for students 
with learning disabilities. Music, art, 
home economics and Industrial arts also 
are an Integral part of the district's pro- 
gram. Two teachers in art and music arc 
shared between the four elementary 
schools. Some districts with more tax 
money coming in fall to offer students 
these types of courses, he said. 


One problem resulting from the dis- 


trict's tight money situation is the lack of 
consultants In the various academics. In- 
stead of having a curriculum director in 
each area, the principals assume this re- 
sponsibility under Rich's guidance. 


"I feel the lack of curriculum coordina- 


tors Is a weakness," said Gerald 
McGovern, principal at MacArthur. "We 
need someone informed to give us direc- 
tions." 


THE DISTRICT IS developing curricu- 


lum guides for all subjects put together 
by teachers under the supervision of the 
administration. This type of group work 
Is one of the district's strengths because 
everyone gets involved, McGovern said. 


"Teachers arc closer to the action and 


get their input in," he said.

The boards consistently insist that mon- 
ey be spent first on what directly affects 
students' education. Frills and fancy 
buildings come second, he said. 


While the school district makes do with 


the funding available and parents are 
supportive, he said extra tax dollars 
would help. 


Parents will give to a fund-raising 


event, but refuse to pass tax referen- 
dums. 


During the last two years the tax rate 


has been reduced from $3.10 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation to S2.74 per $100. 


The district currently has $29,540 as- 


sessed valuation for each student. Neigh- 
boring River Trails Dist. 26 has $25,077 
assessed valuation per pupil while Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 has $33,715. 


Dist. 23 also is one of the few districts 


in Illinois that uses a merit system for 
teachers' salaries. Teachers are eval- 
uated at least twice a year by the school 
principal and are placed in one of four 
merit levels. 


TEACHERS WORK WITH the adminis- 


tration to develop the merit criteria each 
year. A teacher who disagrees with the 
merit evaluation also may protest to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee in- 
cluding teachers and board members or 
to the board of education. 


Several teachers said tho staff and ad- 


ministration are more of an incentive to 
do a good job than the merit pay. "You 
become a good teacher because of them 
(the principal and assistant principal)" 
said Coleen Welk, social studies teacher 
at MacArthur. "You see the staff work- 
ing together. They're really friendly and 
aren't grouped by departments." 


The artificial barriers created by some 


larger districts between the adminis- 
tration, school board, parents, teachers 
and students is cut through by the coop- 
eration viewed as the best part of Dist.

The Illinois Racing Board is proposing 


IcgUlatlon that would clear the way for 
Sunday and possibly year-round horse 
racing at slate race tracks, Including Ar- 
lington Park 


The proposed Horse Racing Act of 1975 


would remove all restrictions on the rac- 
ing board's power to draw up the racing 
schedule 


Slate statutes now prevent the board 


from permitting Sunday racing, and by 
limiting the total maximum number of 
racing (lays permitted In the Chicago 
area to 173. the present law blocks year- 
round racing. 


Ted Loda. assistant secretary to the 


racing board, said Monday the board did 
not have a legislative sponsor for the 
bill, but Is planning a March 3 public 
hearing on the proposal. 


The proposed legislation also would: 
• Eliminate the state admission tax at 


race tracks, currently 40 cents per per- 
son. 


• Eitnbllsh a new tax scale for pari- 


mutucl betting based on average daily 
wager'ng at each track. 


• Reduce the size of the racing board 


from seven to (he members. 


• Create an Illinois Bred Fund to en- 


courage the breeding of Illinois thorough-

• Set up strict disclosure requirements 


for oil persons with ownership interests 
In any racing association or concession 
company doing business at racing meet- 
ings. 


The law would outlaw political contri- 


butions by racing association owners and 
concessionaires. Any attempt to fix a 
horse race would be specified a felony 
offense. 


Village Pres. Ralph II. Clarbour of Ar- 


lington Heights said Monday that any 
change In the present pattern of horse 
racing at Arlington Park "would have a 
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definite relationship to the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


But he declined to comment on the 


substance of the proposed legislation be- 
cause he had not discussed the matter 
with the village board. 


Loda said It was "a point of some con- 


tention" whether lifting the state's ad- 
mission tax would open the door for a 
municipal tax, particularly in the case 
of home-rule municipalities like Arling- 
ton Heights. 


The village board's finance committee 


In the past has discussed briefly the pos- 
sibility of a local admission tax at the 
race track. 


BUT VILLAGE officials have never ac- 


tively pursued the tax because of pre- 
sumed opposition from the state. 


A daily parking tax which would be 


collected at the race track also Is under 
study. 


The present horse racing act specifi- 


cally excludes any governmental unit 
other than the state from collecting on 
admission, license or parimutuel tax. 
However, It is undetermined whether the 
state's home-rule statute preempts the 
present Illinois Horse Racing Act, Loda 
said.

Work as village manager rapped 
Hanson is campaign issue

Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of Ar- 


lington Heights has been the top man 
in village hall for the past 17 years, 
an uninterrupted term almost with- 
out parallel in his profession. 


He Is paid an annual salary of 


$37,500. And there are those who say 
ho does an above average job of cop- 
Ing with the problems of rapid land 
development 
and 
population ex- 


plosion. 


But in recent months waves of crit- 


icism have welled up around him and 
today Hanson's performance is an is- 
sue in the campaign for scats on the 
village board. 


IN PARTICULAR, candidates on 


the Responsive Citizens Caucus tick- 
et have charged that the manager 
has been allowed to overstep his job 
as top administrator and assume pol- 
icy-making decisions that are the 
province of the board of trustees. 
Hanson denied the accusation. 


"There have been times when the 


manager has cither changed a vil- 
lage board policy, or chosen to Ig- 
nore it," says trustee candidate 
Mary C. Schlott, one of the most out- 
spoken caucus candidates on the Is- 
sue. 


"Enforcement of the ordinances is 


not a discretionary function. It is the 
one responsibility of the manager 
spelled out in state statutes," she 
says. 


Mrs. Schlott cites village-owned 


parking lots that do not meet ordi- 
nance requirements for paved sur- 
faces, lights and landscaping as one 
important example of ordinances that 
have not been uniformly enforced. 


"It Is the responsibility of the 


board of trustees to see that the pol- 
icy is followed. Residents hold the 
board accountable, and the board 
should hold the manager respon- 
sible," she says. 


ANOTHER ordinance that is not 


being conscientiously enforced is the 
village prohibition against pickup 
trucks and campers parked In drive- 
ways, according to Mrs. Schlott. 


"If you've got a particularly grou- 


chy neighbor and he complains then 
some action is taken," she says, add- 
ing that she personally "can't de- 
fend the ordinance." "We probably 
ought to change it, not just hide our 
heads." 


Hanson responds by saying that 


"certain ordinances are more easy to 
define and enforce than others." The 
ban on pick-up truck parking is par- 
ticularly difficult for the police de- 
partment, he says. 


"The village board passes ordi- 


nances and we enforce them. That's 
the job and we've always operated 
within those guidelines," Hanson says 


"WHAT fREES do you plant?"

of his position with the board of 
trustees. But enforcement does not 
always mean handing someone a 
ticket. "Sometimes If we can just get 
compliance that's all we're after," 
he says, 


Mrs. Schlott says that, in addition 


to the duties spelled out by state sta- 
tute, a job description for the village 
manager — which does not now exist 
— "probably would be a good idea." 


ANOTHER AREA where she has 


faulted Hanson is for his alleged fail- 
ure to inform the village board of an- 
ticipated deviations from the pro- 
grams and policies spelled out in the 
village budget.

"The 
board of trustees estab- 


lishes policy when It passes the 
budget. It's a plan for action ex- 
pressed in terms of money, and that 
budget should be consistently follow- 
ed," she says. 


When money included in the budg- 


et is not going to be spent, Mrs. 
Schlott says it Is the manager's re- 
sponsibility first to ask the trustees 
for their consent. 


"For example, we've had money in 


the budget to hire another planner 
for the last three years and the posi- 
tion has just never been filled," she 
said. 


Hanson says village trustees are giv- 


en a detailed financial report e\ery 
month, showing both the percentage 
of projected income that was re- 
ceived during the month and on ac- 
count of expenses. 


"Any administration has got to 


have some fletibiht}, some latitude 
or it can't function," Hanson ^ays of 
the budget charges "We've neier 
overspent the budget, spent more 
money than we said we were going to. 
That would be an entirely different 
ball game " 


IF THE TRUSTEES want more fi-

GOP forces county board to reduce budget 


LOCAL COUNTY Assessor's branch 
office at 1612 W. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights, along with three 


others, may be among those forced 
to close by cuts in the assessor's of- 
fice budget affecting the suburbs.

The six suburban County Board mem- 


bers banded together Monday to cut 
budget requests for two county offices, 
the first time suburban commissioners 
h a v e forced the Chicago-dominated 
board to make concessions. 


The six suburban Republican commis- 


sioners used their new veto power to 
stymie budgetary Increases sought by 
County Schools Supt. Richard Martwick 
and to shut down the four suburban of- 
fices, including one in Arlington Heights, 
operated by the assessor's office to assist 
taxpayers. 


A beaming Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect, leader of the Insurgent 
suburbanites, said after the votes: "It's 
not the amount, It's the principle." 


He said he and other GOP commission- 


ers hope their action would force the 10 
Chicago Democrats on the board into a 
"real dialogue in budgeting" In the fu- 
ture. 


"It's an adversary procedure and if 


we've established that principle, we've 
come a long, long way towards better 
government," be said. 


SUBURBAN MEMBERS OF the board 


were able to block the budget requests 


because a sixth suburban commissioner 
was added to the board last year, up- 
setting the previous 10-to-5 city-over-sub- 
urban majority. Because amendments 
must be approved by a two-thirds major- 
ity, or 11 of the 16 votes, the six subur- 
ban members must be contended with. 


One of the cuts Imposed by the Re- 


publicans will force Martwick to operate 
his office with the same share of county 
funding It received In 1974. 


The second cut forced by the Rpubll- 


cans will trim the $15,000 in County As- 
sessor Thomas M. Tully's budget which 
would have paid the rent for the four 
suburban branch offices the assessor 
maintains to assist taxpayers. 


The Republicans urged the cut to force 


Tully to use township offices and town- 
ship assessors as a part of the property 
assessment procedure. Pointing out that 
the township assessors are deputy county 
assessors under state statutes, Comr. 
Floyd T. Fulle argued it was "bad busi- 
ness" to set up separate suburban offices 
when the townships already were in exis- 
tence and were offering their services for 
free.

Taxes only hurt when you laugh

John G. Woods is probably the only 


man in Arlington Heights who can get 
people to laugh while he tries to convince 
them to false their own taxes. 


Woods and other members of the Ar- 


lington Heights Park District citizens' fi- 
nancial review committee are making 
the circuit drumming up support for a 
referendum Saturday that would raise 
taxes and issue bonds for the parks. The 
committee members are pleading their 
case before anyone who will hear them, 
from service clubs to homeowners' 
groups to anybody standing still for just 
a minute. 


Woods, a former village president and 


an acknowledged political power broker 
In town, is even willing to use the em- 
blem of his business competitors to make 


his points for the parks. 


Another committee member, 
Rand 


Burdctte, while not getting people to 
chuckle while they empty their pockets, 
offers down-home sincerity to sway the 
taxpayers. 


THE COMMITTEE'S task In a time of 


economic stress is to have the voters ap- 
prove tax-rate increases and a $537,000 
bond issue that would add $11.19 annually 
to the tax bill of a $45,000 house in the 
district. The bonds would be used for 
"catchup maintenance" the parks say 
they cannot do because they haven't had 
the money. The taxes, they say, would 
help prevent the situation from recurring 
in a couple of years. 


Woods, of Universal Oil Products, 


slapped an STP sticker on himself and 
said he isn't endorsing his competition. 


All he wants to do is "Save The Parks," 
he told the Westgate Civic Assn. last 
week. 


If the people don't use the parks them- 


selves, he tells them to look at it "with 
avarice and greed." When the laughs 
died down, he explained that parks, 
along with schools, help keep the market 
value of homes in Arlington Heights 
climbing every year. 


GIVE A LITTLE more in taxes now 


and pocket a sizable return when it's 
time to sell, he told the homeowners. 


For the more altruistic in the audience. 


Woods reminded them that he is a "card 
carrying" church-goer. Assuming tones 
of mock piety, he told them, "We're go- 
ing to pass the collection plates on 
March 1," for the parks.

Village manager's 
work record is

tion has always been that "nothing's 
impossible." 


Mrs. Schlott insists her criticism of 


the village manager is intended sole- 
ly to comply with the accountability 
plank spelled out in the Caucus plat- 
form. 


"We approve and desire the village 


manager form of government. How- 
ever, the administration should not 
be permitted to create policy. Care 
must be taken to ensure that the pol- 
icy decisions made by the elected 
trustees of the village are carried out 
by the administration. The village 
board is accountable to the citizens, 
and that board, under the leadership 
of the president, must make the 
manager accountable to it," the plat- 
form states. 


As for Hanson personally, Mrs. 


Schlott says, "Sure I could work with 
Mr. Hanson, I don't have any hostil- 
ity. Let's face it, this is a dynamic sit- 
uation. I just think the line (between 
board and manager) • needs to be 
more clearly stated." 


Another Caucus candidate who has 


faulted Hanson in the campaign is 
Madeline Schroedcr. 


"There have been times in the past 


when I think the line between the vil- 
lage board and tho administration 
has been bent," she says. 


HER CASE in point is what she 


calls Hanson's opposition to long- 
range comprehensive planning. 
"I feel like I've been hitting my head 
against a stone wall on this for the 
last five years," she says, pointing to 
the fact that planning was originally 
"buried" in the village's engineering 
department and was not given equal 
standing without months of prodding 
on her part. 


"The budget should be a reflection 


of what you do in the community. 
Planning was buried in the engineer- 
tag department and people didn't 


have the opportunity to see what was 
being spent (on planning) and wheth- 
er we were getting our money's 
worth. 


"This is an example of how diffi- 


cult things can be when Mr. Hanson 
does not want them. It's taken years 
and a lot of hard work to establish 
the planning department the board of 
t r u s t e e s said it wanted. This 
shouldn't happen," says Mrs. Schroe- 
der, who is chairman of the village's 
master plan committee. 


She also cites the village man- 


ager's 1973 decision to cancel an ap- 
plication for $70,000 in federal plan- 
ning'money without first consulting 
with the board of trustees. 


HANSON SAID at the time that he 


was dropping the application because 
of a lack of progress on the part of 
the U. S, Dept. of Housing and Urban 
Development. But Mrs. Schroeder 
says she suspects the application was 
killed because of Hanson's lack of 
support for long-range planning. 


"That money would have gone for 


salaries and Mrs. Hanson didn't want 
additional people in tho planning de- 
partment," she said. 


Hanson says that he has never op- 


poscd p l a n n i n g in Arlington 
Heights. There are, he says, stacks 
and stacks of files, plans, blueprints 
and reports in village hall, all of. 
which were produced during his ad- 
ministration. 


Mrs. Schroeder advocates the crea- 


tion of a job description for the vil- 
lage manager and a yearly eval- 
uation of his performance. "Anybody 
who has been in a position a long 
time can settle into a rut," she says. 


But like her fellow candidate, Mrs. 


Schroeder denies that she Is out to 
get Hanson personally. 


"I will work with anyone and I 


have told this to Mr. Hanson. The 
only thing that I care about is that 
this village government runs right. I

guess I'm just one of those people 
who feel passionately about local 
government," she says. 


HANSON DECLINED to comment 


on the extent to which he thinks his 
performance is being criticized solely 
to create a political issue. "I'm not 
going to put myself in the position of 
getting Involved in politics," he said. 


Had he wanted to, Hanson could 


have pointed to the fact that the can- 
didates on Village Independents for 
Progress slate have not made an is- 
sue of his performance. Indeed one 
candidate, August Bettman, has pub- 
licly defended Hanson saying that, 
under his direction, the village has 
been run efficiently, economically 
and without corruption. 


Whatever the outcome of the elec- 


tion April 1, Hanson says he intends 
to go on doing his job. Over the 
course of 17 years he figures that he 
has probably worked for more than 
40 different elected officials in Ar- 
lington Heights. And he does not 
want to stop now.

said inflation and falling off of new con- 
struction have caught the parks in a pin- 
cer movement. 


The result is, he said, that "the golden 


goose (that) kept laying the goHen 
eggs," of new construction just isn't 
doing so anymore. 


Burdette' analogies are to the point. If 


your roof leaks you fix it to protect your 
investment. The parks, with $14 million 
in holdings, have to, under state statute, 
ask the voters for the extra money to 
protect the community's investment. 


The two-year slide in maintenance has 


left "values and conditions a lot less," he 
said. It is a matter of getting the facil- 
ities up to snuff now or letting them to 
continue to lose ground, he said. 


AFTER HIS address to the people, 


Burdctte said it is hard to get a reading 
from a group. It takes the one-on-one 
contact afterward to find out how they 
feel about the referendum. 


Burdette and Woods arc just two of the 


12 committee members as well as park 
staff and board members fanning out for 
the referendum. 


If the referendum does not carry, it 


isn't because they didn't find enough 
ways to get their message to the people.
